THE BURGLAR A BAKER. 


Hiiter, who is a baker, but seldom was 
employed, because he was quarrelsome 
and given to drink, went Saturday 
evening to see Joseph Pesci, an Italian 
coal peddler at 426 East Seventeenth Street, 
saying that he wanted to hire his wagon to 
remove some goods in the morning. He 
geaid that he wished him to drive the wagon, 
land that he would ‘not want his services 
for more than two hours. The Italian, who 
knew Hiiter, said that he could not under- 
take the job, as he would not work for 
nothing. » 

“You think I have no money,” 
fdiiter, producing a five-dollar~bill. “TI 
| have a new scheme for making money, and 
if you are wise, you'll join me and make 
money easier than in peddling coal.” 

Pesci agreed that he would do the work 
[for the bill, and would have his horse har- 
messed at 4 o'clock in the morning. He 
twas ready for Hiiter at the appointed time, 
but refused to start on the journey until 
‘Ne was paid. The men quarreled, and the 
Italian commenced to take off the har- 
ness. Hiiter handed him $3, saying he had 
;drunk up the rest, but that in the evening 
he would give him the remaining $2. Even 
then the Italian hesitated, not trusting 
Hitter, but as he had risen early, and there 
was at least $3 for him, he decided to go. 

The two men mounted .the box’ of the 
wagon and drove over to Third Avenue 
and thence up on the east side of the street 
io the bakery and lunchroom of Paul 
Scheel, at 901 Third Avenue. Hiiter told 
the Italian to mind the horse, while he 
; went down into the basement. The Italian 
heard a pane of glass break, and when 
later Hiiter appeared carrying a crate of 
eggs, which he placed in the wagon Pesci 
pasked what he was up to. He explained 
‘that in the darkness he had shoved his 
elbow through a window pane, and that 
the “boss” would have it in for him for 
| being so clumsy. 

ROUSED A NIGHT WATCHMAN. 


Henry Bechman of 234 East Fifty-fifth 
/Btreet, a night watchman, noticed oe 
wagon standing before the bakery, 
was then 5 o’clock, but still quite dark, the 
morning being cloudy, so that there was 
| mot even starlight. Bechman thought the 
presence of the wagon odd, although bakers 
get to work early. Coming up to the wagon 
he heard the burglar at work in the base- 
{ment, and, leaning over, peering into the 
carkness, he asked the man what he was 
about. 

““Moving some things for the boss over 
to the west side store in time for cus- 
acmers,”’. was the reply. 

“But I don’t know about it. The boss 
ought to be here himself, or you ought to 
have an order from him.” 

“ Don’t worry about the boss, he’s asleep, 

ll right, while I'm working. He is a hard 
boss.”’ 
, Bechman started away and when he had 
gone half a block toward Fifty-fifth Street 
he remembered that he had never heard of 
Scheel having another place on the west 
Bide. He waiked a little further where he 
‘met Policeman Enright, and told him there 
Was something suspicious going on at the 
bakery. 

The officer started hurriedly in that di- 
rection, and heard the burglar shout to 
the Italian to run for his life. Pesci, 
glarmed, disappeared in the darkness, but 
the policeman could see Hiiter running 
ahead. They turned the corner running in 
the direction of Second Avenue. 

Suddenly the burglar swung around and, 
stopping, fired at the policemrn three

times, the third shot striking him in the i 


ebdomen. As he fell the officer fired twice, 

, missing his man. The burglar fired twice 
in return, 
Bechman, who was not as fleet as either of 
the men, came hurrying to the assistance 
of his friend. 

The officer, mortally wounded, managed 
to raise himself to his ePbows and before he 
fainted, fired twice at the fleeing burglar. 
Patrolman Bachman, attracted by the 


shooting, hurried from Second Avenue to j 


the place of the shooting almost running 
into the burglar. Hiiter stopped and fired 
deliberately at him, the bullet striking ‘the 
third button, on the left side of his coat, 
shattering the button and nearly knocking 
@he officer down. Taking careful aim and 
standing his ground, the burglar fired 
again, missing. The officer shot four timés 
at him rapidly arf missed each time.

ning from Fifty-seventh and Fifty-third 
Streets, where they had been on duty, 
Wanamaker told them of the shooting, and 
declared the man must-be in hiding near 
by, probably in the basement of 1,029 Sec- 
ond Avenue, Faulkner struck a match

Criknown to the crowd, the wounded bur- 
lar ‘Was lying on the sidewalk around the 
orner, under the guard of two policemen.

The-wound in the 
groin proved serious, but the abdominal 
cavity had not been punctured, the bullet 
having stritck at an angle so that it jpst 
missed the intestines. The doctors said 
that there was every hope of his recovery. 
Hiiter shot himself in the frontal bone 
just above and between the eyes.. The 
skull was slightly fractured, but the doc- 
tors said that there was no reason why 
he should not speedily recover. He said 
that he tried to kill the officers to save 
himself from prison. He had served two 
years in the Trenton (N. J.) Penitentiary 
for burglary, and another term in Elmira 
for breaking open freight cars and stealing 
from them. 
Joseph Pesci, the Italian driver, who was 
locked up during the Gay as a suspicious 
person at the Hast Fifty-first Street Sta- 
tion, is not believed by the police to have 

been implicated in the robbery that led to 
i the shooting.

Son of a Salt Lake Banker Estranged 
from His Family. 


DETROIT, March 20.—Robert Leeland, an 
actor and writer of several melodramas, 
was found dead to-day in his room in a 
lodging house on Columbia Street. He had 
{ committed suicide by stuffing up every 
{! crack anda crevice in the room and then 

turning on the gas, Leeland, who was 

thirty years of age, is said by one_of his 
friends to be the son of a wealthy banker 
and insurance broker in Salt Lake City, 

Utah, named Smedley. 

Leeland was last seen alive last’ Thurs- 
day morning, and it is believed that he 
turned on the gas and died Thursday after- 

| noon. His preparations had been most 
| careful. He even removed the tip from 
the gas jet to insure a rapid flow. He left 

a note ci the table in the room saying: 

‘“‘My only request is that I be buried 
here at the expense of the city. I have 

no money. I have spent many hundreds 
of doliars while here as a member of va- 
rious theatrical companies. Don’t notify 
my parents; it is unnecessary. 

“I am very well connected,” he wrote, 
“‘ probably better than any one in the the- 

! atrical profession. Last season I played a 
leading rdle in ‘ The Chaperones.’ ”’

British Ship Assaye Carried 500 Sol- 
diers—The Vessels at Southamp- 
ton, Seriously Injured. 


SOUTHAMPTON, March 20.—The Ameri- 
can Line steamship New York, Capt. 
from New York March 12 for 
Plymouth, Cherbourg, and Southampton, 
met with two mishaps to-day, grounding 
off Cape la Hague, France, in the early ; 
morning and later coming into collision in 
the English Channel with the Pepinsular 
; and Orientar steamship Assaye, under con- 
tract to the British Government, and used 
as a troopship bound for Bombay with 500 
troops on board. 

The New York grounded while approach- 


! ing Cherbourg at 2:30 o'clock this morning 


during a fog. The sea was smooth and the 
tide was rising. Favored by these condi- 


_ tions, an hour anda half after she ground- 


ed the vessel was floated without assist- 
ance. Her bottom was damaged, and there 
was water in the holds, but she was able 
to proceed. 

A dense fog descended again during the 
voyage up the Channel. When off Hurst 
Castle, England, thee Assaye suddenly 
loomed up fear at hand, and it was found 
impossible to avoid a collision. The New 
York’s bow crashed into the Assaye’s star- 
board bow, tearing a great gap in that ves- 
sel. The New York’s bowsprit and figure- 
head were carried away, and the latter 
was smashed into fragments. 

There was great excitement, but no panic 
on ejther vessel. The boats of the Assaye 
were lowered and the troops were mustered, 
but the bulkhead of the troopship saved her. 
‘Both vessels were able to enter South- 
ampton, and the New York was docked at 
4:30 otclock for temporary. repairs. Nobody 
was injured. 

It will be impossible to estimate the dam- 
age to the New York until she has been put 
into drydock. 

It is believed that both vessels have been 
somewhat seriously injured. Another troop- 
ship will replace the Assaye. 

When the New York grounded at Cape 
la Hague the passengers who werd asleep 
hardly felt the shock. 

Describing the collision with the Assaye, 
James Sellers; a passenger on the New 
York, says that at 1:30. o'clock this aft- 
ernoon while he was at luncheon there was 
a grating noise, followed by a tremendous 
shock. Every one, he says, ran to the 
deck, and it was found that .the New 
¥ork’s bow was firmly fixed in the side 
of the Assayé. 

Mr. Sellers was close enough to observe 
the marvelous discipline aboard the troop- 
ship. Not a second was lost and there 
was no sign of a hurry, and while the 
boats were being prepared/ for launching 
the soldiers were mustered with the pre- 
cision of am ordinary drill. 

“As the vessels parted,” concluded Mr. 
Sellers, ‘‘we saw a’ gaping hole in the 
Assaye ten feet wide, and sticking on our 
stem was a portmanteau and other porta- 
ble property. There was no panic on our 
boat. Hadad we struck the Assaye amid- 
ships she would have sunk.”

The American liner New York of the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine Company, 
which sailed from New York for South- 
ampton a week ago last Saturday, had on 


| board only about twenty-five cabin pas- 


sengers, fifteen of whom were from this 
city. These were William Nelson Crom- 
well, Mr. and Mrs.’ W. M. Cromwell, Miss 
Frelinghuysen, Mr. and Mrs. Warren L. 
Green and Miss Marguerite Green, Misses

It required nearly a year and a half to! 


rebuild her. 
The New York was originally constructed 


{ in 1888 at the yards of J. & G. Thomson of 
Glasgow, Scotland, who also built the Phil- 
which was named the Paris. 
The liner is a _ twin-screw_ vessel 
10,708 tons, and has a transatlantic sched- 
ule of one week from New York to South- 
ampton, England, via Cherbourg, France. 

Prior to these accidents the most serious 
experience of the New York was in March, 
1901, on the voyage that ended at New 
York Sunday night, March 17. On this voy- 
age the liner came into port with one pro- 
peller useless, the shaft having been broken 
in midocean. On the following day twenty- 
six of her passengers and stewards were 
seriously affected and two later died as a 
result of the escape of ammonia fumes 
from her refrigerating plant.

They 
fired 150 twelve-inch shells, and over 
110 fell in the town. 

The amount of the’ damage is not 
known, but the effect of the great shells, 
850 pounds in weight, must have. been 
appalling.y An outbreak of fire was seen 
and an explosion was heard, which, it is 
surmised, occurred in the magazine of 
oné of the forts. 

The attack was carried out with the 
usual thorough scientific methods of the 
Japanese. It was undertaken at a range 
admirably suited to the twelve-inch guns 
and from a position unassailable by the 
Russians. While the battleships were 
firing the cruisers were in line with the 
town at right angles to the line of fire. 

Great Naval Rattic Possible. 

Reports have reached us that the civie 
population is deserting Port Arthur en 
masse. Admiral Makaroff has had a 
warm greeting, and will probably in- 
crease his strenuous efforts to get the 
fleet fit for, sea again. 

It‘is reported that he is making good 
progress with the repairs, so that unless 
Admiral Togo locks him in we may yet 
witness the fleet’s action at sea. 

Admiral Kamimura’s bombardment of 
Viadivostok on the 6th inst. was carried 
out by the cruiser squadron. The vessels 
opénéd fire on the port at 1:30 P. M., and 
the bomibardment lasted about three. 
quarters of an hotir. 

Japanese Admiral’s Skill, 

The little affair was marked by evi- 
dence of the same skill and clearly de- 
fined plan of attack which have distin- 
guished all the Jap&tiese naval opera- 
tions. Admiral Kamimura brought his 
ships into range opposite the dead point 
of the forts at the northeast entrance, 
thus avoiding their fire and.aiso that of 
the forts at the opposite side. 

Viceroy Alexiéff’s report that the Jap- 
anese ships were not within range of the 
forts is incorrect. The truth is that the 
forts were not able to reply, although the 
ships came within the limit of range of 
their guns, owing to the fact that the po- 
sition Admiral Kamimutra took up Was 
well beyond the arc of ‘training of the 
guns. The ships fired at a range of about 
7,000 yards. 

The extent of the damage is unknown, 
but an outbreak of fire was seen in the 
eastern harbor. The only object of the 
operation was to harass the enemy and 
induce -the cruisers to come out of the 
harbor.

RUSSIA FILES PROTEST. 


Japan Accused of Firing at Quarantine 
Station in Port Arthur Attack. 


PARIS; March 20.—The Russian Em- 
bassy has received from St. Petersburg 
and has handéd to Foreign Minister Del- 
cassé for transmission to the French Min- 
ister at Tokio, who is intrusted with the 
protection of Russian interests in Japan, 
a protest against an alleged infraction of 
the laws of war. 

It appears that durihg the attack on Port 
Arthur March 10 the Japanése fired over 
fifty prodjectilés at the quardntine station 
on thé Island of San-Shan-Taod, résulting 
in the injury of numerous persons. 

Count Lamsdorff, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, considers this to bé a Violation 
of the laws of war, notably of the twenty- 
fifth clause of The Hague Convention, to 
which Japan Was a signatory. The Minister 
thereforé asks France to call Japan’s at- 
tention to the matter, apart from thé geti- 
éral protests coritained in the recent Rus- 
sian noté to the Powers. .

CALLS CONTRACTS ILLEGAL 


President Buchanan, Chairman of On 
, chestra Committee, Says Herbert 
May Be Next Conductor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITFSBURG, March 20.—Victor Herbert, 
who closed his engagement here yesterday, 
is angry because some of his players signed 
an option on their services for the season of 
1904-5 to thé Pittsburg Orchestra, He said: 

“It’s an outrage on the community. It 
is a disgrace; a gold brick.. It is the same 
as trying to steal my musicians. I am glad 
to say not one of my men will recognize the 
contracts. Some of the players who cannot 
speak HEnglish signed the papers without 
understanding what they were doing. There 
is nothing binding about the contract, in 
“the first place. Others, when they were 
told the meaning of the contracts, were 
very plain in telling the management what 
they thought of the procedure. These con- 
tracts cannot become legal until they are 
signed by a conductor. They are not worth 
the paper they are printed on.” 

J. J. Buchanan, President of the Orches- 
tra Committee, was asked: ‘‘ How about the 
fact that the regular contract must be 
signed by the Chairman of the’ committee 
and approved by the next conductor?”’ 

“ Well, I am the Chairman of the com- 
mittee, and I. will Sign every contract op- 
tioned. As for the conductor, whoever may 


be selected will first be required to agree 
to approve every contract aptioned before 


we will consider his election.”’ 

“Do you not expect that you will en- 
counter some difficulty in, getting any 
great conductor to agree to that?” 

“No, Mr. Herbert stands’ as good a 
chance of being the conduvetor as any other 
man. Many of the players have demanded 
the return of the options, alleging they did 
not know the meaning of the papers.”’ 


JEWS IN THE UNITED ‘STATES. 


American Jewish Historical Society 
Told There Are Over 1,000,000. 


The American Jewish Historical Society, 
whose object is to collect and publish data 
relative to the achievements of Jews in this 
country, held the first session of its twelfth 
annual meeting last night. in the vestry 
room of the Spanish and Portuguese Con- 
gregation, at Seventieth Street and Central 
Park West. ’ 

Dr. Cyrus Adler, the society’s President, 
introduced William B. Hackenburg of Phil- 
adelphia, who told of the increase in the 
Jewish population in America, and of the 
efforts made to determine aceurately the 
numerical strength of the race. He said 
‘that thirty years ago it was found that 
230,000 Jews were affiliated with religious 
organizations on this side of the water, 
and that, allowing for those not associated 
with any religious body, their population at 
that time was probably about 250,000. Now 
it ranged somewhere between 1,000,000 and 
2,000,000.

Musician and Author,” by I, 8. Isaacs of 
New York, and “‘ Isaac de Pinto,’ by Leon 
Hiihner of New York.

During a fight between four Italians at 
One Hundred and Fourteenth Street and 
First Avenue last night Alexandro Sico, 
twenty-four years old, whose address is not 
known to the police, was shot in the abdo- 
men and right shoulder, and is now in the 
Harlem Hospital.

Youngster Was Handled Very Gently 
After His Unusual Meal.

PATERSON, N. J., March. 20.—The little 
mining village of Sterling Junction, N. Y., 
is at present speculating as to what is go- 
ing to happen to Antonio Colone, six years 
old, who is lying in a serious condition in 
his father’s hut near the iron mine there. 
Last Thursday Antonio ate a stick of dyna- 
mite. 

According toe the story told .by the boy’s 
father, Guiseppe Colone, he and some other 
laborers were employed at the junction on 
Thursday afternoon unloading a car of 
dynamite consigned to the Sterling Iron 
and Mining Company. Little Antonio sat 
by watching, the operations. * 

The boy got hold of a stick of the explo- 
sive, and it is supposed that he took it for 
some kind of cakdy, for he ate it. He was 
still chewing the stuff When his father 
noticed the stump of the cartridge in the 
boy’s hands. He took it away from him 
and carried the boy very gently to the hut. 
There Antonio became unconscious. 

The father knew only one thing about 
cynamite, and that was its explosive prop- 
erty. He dared not move the child for fear 
of an immediate digaster, so he sent to 
Sloatsburg for Dr. J."M. Gillett. 

The physician found the boy in a state of 
coma, his temperature very high, and his 
heart beating at top speed. The latter 
symptom he attributed to the effect of the 
nitroglycerine contained in the dynamite. 
The doctor said the boy would certainly

OF NATIONAL GREATNESS 


Power of Right as Exemplified by | 
the Northern Securities Case. | 


LAXITY IN RESPECT FOR LAW 


increase in Lawlessness During the Re- 
cent Years Attributed to a Certain 
Amount of Race Depreciation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ROCHELLE, March 20,—President 
J. G. Schurman of Cornell University~ad- 
dressed the People’s Forum here to-day on 
“The True Element of National Great- 
ness,’ touching in the address on currént 
issues. He‘ picked from history, times, and 
peoples examples of the dominating power 
of force, right, ideas, and ideals, dwelling 
at some length on the fact that this 
Nation should be distinguished for the 
latter qualification. ; 

“Last week we had in this country a 
splendid example of the respect we have 
for law and right,” he said. ‘“ The great 
issue of capital and labor came up. In 
the case of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany the Judges were called upon to de- 
cide whether unreasonable corporations 
were lawful. Hitherto there were -those 
who- believe@ that all corporations were 
unlawful. The decision has shown us that 
unreasonable combinations are unlawful. 
The country accepted this dictum with 
remarkable serenity and equipoise. That 
is a characteristic of ‘this Nation. When 
a great question like that is settled, no 
matter whom it hurts, the country accepts 
it and goes right on. It is an exemplifica- 
tion of the power of right with us. I tell 
you the majesty of the law is no idle term. 
It is the essence of right. 

“We have just now an illustration of an- 
other power in the war which is just now 
being waged in.Asia.. Right and ideas and 


ideals do not seem to enter into it. It isa 
conflict of force. Russia has been steadily 
working her way to the Pacific. Once she 
stood on the brink of the Mediterranean, 
but was stopped. The fact that she was 
stopped is now considered an error, one of 
England’s statesmen recently declaring that 
England, regarding that matter, had ‘ bet 
on the wron horse.’ In the modern world 
Russia stands for force. England, France, 
and the United States are fiustrations of 
the power of ideas, 

“In area, only Russia can be compared 
with the United States. In population we 
will soon reach the 100,000,000 mark, an 
no one who has watched-the steady in- 
crease-of our population but will be ‘ready 
to predict that it will not be many years 
before that number is doubled and trebled. 
So far as physical puwer is concerned, our 
Nation leaves-almost nothing to be desired. 
Now in regard to our respect for law and 
our regard for the rights of Others. 

“There has been in the last few years | 
more lawlessless than those living in the 
present generation can remember. Lynch- 
ing seems.to go on apace. There are rea- 
sons given for this, as a matter of course. 
Some say that it is because our children are 
not taught ‘religion in the schools; others 
that it due to the great immigration to our 
shores. Tuo me there seems to be an entire- 
ly different reason for it. It is due, I think 
to a certain amount of race depreciation—I 
will not say race hatred, which somehow, 
seems to be still very potent in our blood. 
We still talk a great deal of the superiority 
of the white race. With an excess of pas- 
sion we still talk of the inferiority of the 
people with dark skins, It appears that the 
tiger is still in our blood, and woe to the 
man who stirs him up! 

‘We seem alrea to have forgotten 
some of the great principles for which our 
fathers died, and we have been compelled 
to hear in the last few years derisive re- 
marks about the Constitution.”’

BILL AS A “GRAB” 


People’s Institute Calls on Senate 
to Defeat Power Grant. 


WOULD INVADE STATE’S RIGHTS 


Dr. Thomas R. Slicer Speaks at the 
\ 
Sixth Anniversary Celebration 
of the Organization. | 


The exercises in connection ‘with the 
sixth anniversary celebration of the Peo- 
ple’s Institute, held last night in Cooper 
Union, were halted long enough to allow 
for the adoption of the following resolution: 

The people of New York, assembled at the an- 
nual meeting of the People’s Institute, regard 
with amazement the propusiiion contained in the 
amendment to the act to incorporae the Niagara, 
Lockport and Ontario Power Coma 

Such a bill, if it became law, would grant to a 
privace corpuration the plenary power to invade 
and use private and public property throughout 
the State without defense on the part of the in- 
dividuai or due corapensation to the public, ‘a ces- 
sion of the State’s sovereign rights to a private 
corporation unprecedented and flagrantly un- 
democratic. 

Condemuing this measure as an audacious at- 
tempt to use the power of the State for pfiyate 
advantage, we, 1,600 citizens of New York City, 
look /to you, our elected representatives in the 
penate, and to your associates, similarly chosen 
to defend and promote the interests of their re- 
spective localities, to defeat this measure with 
such unanimity of action as shall demonstrate to 
all who: would hereafter invade or use for private 
advantage the sovereign rights of the State that 
they, to whom the people have intrusted the safe- 
guarding of their interests, intend to be true to 
that solemn trust, 

Prof. Charles Sprague Smith, Director of 
the People’s Institute and Chairman of the 
meeting last night, in bringing up the 
resolution, de¢lared that the People’s In- 
stitute would fall short of its purpose if 
it failed to raise its voice_in vigorous pro- 
test against the alleged “ grab.” He then 
introduced Henry Cohen, a lawyer, who 
spoke briefly on the resolution. 

“This is the worst ‘grab’ measure that 
has ever been before the Legjslature at 
Albany,” said he. eset a ‘grab’ ten 
times bigger than anything Ramapo ever 
dreamed of. It gives the company. the 
right to do business in any part of the 
State, and in: defining the rights of ‘the 
company, overrides anything in the charter 
of any municipality it wants to enter. It 
can acquire land in any pert of the State 
without any’ compensation whatever ex- 
cept such as might be avparded through 
condemnation proceedings. 

“T understand that an unlimited amount 
of money is being spent in furtherance of 
this measure, and that champagne flowed 


like water at the.Ten Eyck on-the day pet 
week when the Senate committee reported 
the bill favorably. There is no doubt {ft 
will pass the Senate unlesg.a protest is 
forthcoming from every part of the State.” 

Cooper Union was crowded at the meet- 
ing, and the entire audience rose in favor 
of the resolutions when the matter was 
put to a vote. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas R. Slicer, in. speak- 
ing to the topic “The People’s Institute and 
Religion,”’ said the organization had’ suc- 
ceeded, where the Church. had failed, by 
permittmg perfect freedom of expression 
on religious and cthical questions, 

Dr. Slicer said that while the People’s 
Institute’ admirably filled the part of the 
Church’s purpose relating to religious and 
ethical] teaching, it had overlook another 
part, the worship. He said that though 


_Aliverse creeds might be represented in the 


membership, there must be some common 
form of. worship that might be. acceptable 
to all and offensive to none—even -if but’a 
silent prayer at the beginning of the Sun- 
day night meeting. ; 

‘I often have to go to churches myself 
where everything seems one long, bitter 
mythology to me,” he said. “*How do I 
stand it?

Hordes of Fit Beauties Hungry for 
Grub Worms. 


WHERE FISHERMEN MAY GO 


Anglers, Native and Expert, Preparing 
to Aid Amateurs Whg Can't Go 
Home Without a String. 


In the brooks of Long Island there are 
hordes of hungry trout, eager for the good 
things that come down in the way. of grub 
worms, washed out from the banks with the 
Spring freshets. They are not lean, In fact, 
they are very fit through their Winter 
sojourn under the ice in the places where 
there is much to eat along the bottoms. 
Occasional thaws have let through the ait 
holes dainty morsels. : 

The shiners over six inchés have, of 
course, had the best of the feeding, so that 
they are in splendid condition for the fry- 
ing pan. In the luxury of their growth and 
with no knowledge of the laws made for 
the preservation of their species with the 
breaking up of the ice covering they are 
@s eager for the Spring diet as the men 
who hurt them are for the vegetables of 
the Springtime. 

Now that the trailing arbutus is poking its 
rose-colored blossoms where snowdrifts 
are exposed to the south sunlight, the boys 
in the schools of Long Island are planning 
excuses of illhess that may let them cast 
their hooks mto the br®oks where the trout 
are eager to bite. Their fathers pay little 
heed to their preliminary preparation in 
seeing to it that their own rods and reels 
are in perfect order. The fathers realize 
that a host of city fishermen will come in 
perfect fishing attire, persons who dare not 
go home withot a goodly string and are 
only too eager to use the silver hook as bait 
through the exchange of their half dollars 
and dollars for fish captured by natives. 


PREPARING GRUB WORMS. 


While the trout are getting more eager 
for the Spring freshet feast, the youngsters 
and their elders have been secreting grub 
worms they have dug up in the gardens 
and about the stables in the white sand, 
where chameleon-like they rapidly take on 
the color of their surroundings and partia‘- 
Jy bleached are most tempting to the trout, 
because they are almost of the color of the 
line meant to draw them to the scene of 
frying or broiling. 

Through the amendment of the ‘law, 
changing the arbitrary date from March 26, 
which naturally came sometimes on Sun- 
day, an illegal day for fishing, an occupa- 
tion interfering with prayer, so that the 
first day of trout fishing is now the first 
day after the-last Friday in March, it hap- 
pens that the fishermen are free to gather 
in such of their finny tribe as may rise to 
their bait on Saturday, March 25. 

The scholboys, their fathers and grand- 
fathers on Long Island, where centenarian 
fishermen are not as rare as the men who 
say they caught trout weighing more than 
any other of their species, have great hope 
that the “silver hook” of the past will 
prove a golden one, because they are in- 
formed that in the favorite fishing grounds 
north of New York City the streams have 
been so solidly frozen over that thé fish 
there must have perished. 

One of the most ancient of the citizens 
who can recall Winters which would make 
this look like Spring, when interviewed on 
this subject said that since men of means 
had lost interest in Wall Street he expect- 
ed that many would come with diamond 
darts at the end of their hooks for better 
luck, and that he was of the idea that the 
Giamonds would be bartered later in ex- 
change for gold bricks. 

“I went to New York two years ago,”’ he 
said, *“‘and there I met a nice-looking 
young man who said he was Mr. Russell 
Sage. He was so nice that I forgot -that 
Mr. Sage could not be so youthful, and 
then he introduced me to other gentlemen 
at a hotel near the Brooklyn Bridge. They 
all had big names. When one of them, in 
@ burst of confidence, let me into a scheme 
that would make it easy to buy a house 
on Fifth Avenue, I gave up all I had with 
the exception’ of my ticket home. I am 
looking for a city man up here to teach 
him how to catch trout. I'll persuade him 
that the story about all the trout being 
dead in New York and New England States 
because they are refrigerated in the ice is 
as true as the story that Jonah swallowed 
the whale to cure himself without any 
surgical operation of appendicitis.” 

Thé clever boys and men of Long Island, 
who will be eager to assist fishermen 
from the city in catching trout, have or- 

anized to see to it that the law shall not 

@ disobeyed by those eager to capture 
trout léss than five inches long from the 


streams that are unrestricted through pri- 
vate ownership. 


WHERE TO GO FISHING. 


For the benefit of the skillful and for 
the guidance of those who must pay higher 
prices than are charged in the New York 
markets, the following Hst of open streams 
has been selected by an angler employed by 
Tae New York Times, after consultation 
with Superintendent Walters of the Hatch- 
ery, State Game Protector John E. Overton, 
B. Frank Wood of the State Fish Com- 
mission, and many anglers whose informa- 
tion is accurate: 

Jamaica has the trout stream nearest to 
Manhattan or Brooklyn. The fishing there 
is not good after the first two or three 
days of the season, as the swarm of an-’ 
glers quickly remove the available trout. 


The stream runs beside the road running 
from Jamaica to Springfield, and is ohe mile 
distant from the local Post Office. 

The stream of first importance is the 
Nissequogue River at Smithtown, where 
there are seven miles of fishing. Smith- 
town is forty-seven miles from Long Island 
City. Especially @arge trout have been 
taken there at the mouth of the river, 
where the tidé backs up twice a day. A 
millpond near there affords good trout 
fishing for at least a couple of weeks after 
the season begins. The river itself is not 
fished out during the season. 

There is. half a mile of good fishing be- 
low the hatchery at Cold Spring Harbor. 
It is particularly interesting there that 
thefe are many fish with a fin missing, due 
to the hunery fish from below the hatchery, 
eager and hungry to eat even graduates 
from ‘the institution of their incubation. 
The weakened fish, if it can escape from its 
fellows, quickly recovers, but being as lop- 
sided as a battleship. with. only one pre. 
peller, is easily caught by the least skillful 
angler. Cold Spring Harbor is only one hour 

nt from Long Island City, if the trav- 
eler is on time for his train. 

Huntington, thirty-five miles from Long 
Island, has a good trout. stream, but the 
local anglers with city visitors have been 
i there during the intermission of 
“planting ’’ during the pa two years. 
Twenty-nine miles from ng Island City 
is Massapequa, where there an the ponds 

feed streams of the Brooklyn water 
works. There is pptpaess trout fishing. 
Permission must first be obtained from the 
eity, and that is not difficult, as the neces- 
gary permit may be obtained by any repu- 
table pérson addressing the Superintendent 
of Water Works, Brooklyn, and inclosing a 
return postage stamp. 

There is fair fishing west of Babylon in 
the stream known as “ The Brook.” There 
are many good trout to be caught in the 
two streams of Bay Shore. The same is 
tue at Sayville, in Browns River. This is

EMBALMED SAUSAGE IMPORTED 


Government Expert Finds Adulterant in 
All Samples from Germany. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 20,—Adulteration 
has been found by Government chemists in 
imported sausage since the enforcement of 
the new law barring food products was 
enacted. A harmful chemical; aluminum 
acetate, was detected by the leading ex- 
pert of the Department of Agricultural Bu- 
reau of Chemistry, E. M. Ohace. He says 
that he bas found this adulterant in all 
samples of sausage imported from Ger- 
many. 

Mr. Chace says that the basic aluminum 
acetate is evidently injected into the sau- 
sage after it is put inté the case ‘on very 
much the same plan as ordinary embalm- 
ing is done. Aluminum acetate is indigesti- 
ble, and is harmful evén in this small 
quantity to the human stomach,

Memphis Camp of Confederate Veterans 
Take Stand for Reform. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 20.—-A dispatch 
from Grenada, Miss., says: 

An anti-lynching crusade has been inaug- 
urated by the W. Ii Barksdale Camp, 
United Confederate Veterans, of this city.

man beings.

IMPORTED CHINA FIGHT. 


Domestic Manufactures Trying to Shut 
Out Importers’ Goods. 


Domestic manufacturers of china, glass, 
and pottery are conducting a bitter éam- 
paign against the importers of these goods, 
and in their effort to obtain eontrol of the 
market in this country they have enlisted 
the aid of the Treasury Department to 
such an extent that the importers have 
been seriously harassed. The guns of the, 
domestic men have been particularly 
trained on the firm of George Borgfeldt, 
which is the largest importer of these 
goods in the United States, ; . 

All sorts of charges of undervaluation and 
of attempts to evade the customs laws 
have been made, but noné of them has 
been substantiated.. Secretary Shaw has 
been persuaded to send special agents to 
Europe to investigate tmportations at their 
place of origin, and the only result has 
been that the invoice valueg have been 
maintained. In fact, in some casés it was 
shown that the prices paid in Burope by 
the importers were higher than those paid 
by European merchatits for the same 
goods. ;

‘AOTO RECORDS IN DANGER 


New Figures Likely in Trials of 
~ ‘Gordon Bennett Racers. 


FAST CARS GOING TO ORMOND 


Americans Have Purchased the German 
Cars for the Big Event—Will Race 
at Florida Next Year. 


When the: eliminating automobile trial 
tests are held on the Ormond Beach, Flort- 
da, next month, to determine the fitness of 
the American representatives to ‘compete 
in the Gor@éon Bennett international race 
to be held this year in Germany, there will 
probably be a number of other automobiles 
at Ormond than the three machines that 
are entered for the big event. The occa- 
sion will be taken advantage of py many 
owners of fast machines to engage in spe- 
cial ra .and it is expected that Barney 
Oldfield an@ other professional chauffeurs 
‘will be there. Oldfield is particularly anx- 
fous to establish a fast record, for he was 
badly disappointed with his lack of success 
in the big race mect there in January. His 
machine broke down before he had time to 
sive it a thorough trial, and all the leading 
records went to the credit of W. K. Vander- 
bit, Jr. 

Provided the officials of the Automobile 
Club of America, under whose auspices the 
Slimindting trials will be held, allow other 
machines to. compete, the latter will appear 
in a’ special set of races. They will proba- 
bly not run with the Gordon’ Bennett en- 
tries, for while ‘the latter will undoubtedly 
try for-mile records, they will be run 100 
miles or more for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing thefr all-round réliability and speed con- 
ditions for long distances. 

The quéstion has been asked by somé au- | 
tomobilists, Why have any eliminating trials . 
at all? Only three machines are entered, 
and it is not definitely known whether all | 
of these three will really appear at the | 
trial meet. The competitors pay. their own 
expenses, and have to bear all the finan- 
cial burden, and if three Americans are 
willing to do this, there is a general im- 
pression that they might as well go and 
do their best without the necessity of trial 
contests. 

There is really no necessity, as is the case 
abroad, especially in France, where a num- 
ber of machine manufacturers are anxious 
to be selected for the honor of representing 
their country. Here it is merely a test for 
the general satisfaction of the owners and 
club members. The Ormond run will give 
the competing machines the only real hard 
trial of endurdnce that they probably will 
have in this country. All the conditions are 
80 perfect there for high speed, continued 
for a long distance, that it will be possible 
to tell something of the ability of the vehi- 
cle itself. There will, 6f course, be no ‘elim- 
ee in the true sense of the word. The 
trial will serve to show any defects of 
mechanism, and ig may lead to improve- 
ments in minor particulars before the cars 
leave this country for Germany. 

With the timers and officials of the Au- 
tomobile Club at Ormond, the opportunity 
will be good for other vehicles to obtain 
official ‘times, and this fact has led to a 
desire. on the part of many racing enthu- 
siasts to go to Ormond and do a Hittle fast 
running themselves. There will, therefore, 
be considerable automobile activity apart 
from the mere tests of the competing Gor- 
don-Berinett cars. 

Plans are already well under way for the 
big race meet. at. Ormond next January, 
coming immediately after the Automobile 
Show in this city, Gas was the case this 
year. lt may be of interest to know that 
every one of the especially constructed 
racing’ machines that are being built to rep- 
resent Germany in the coming international 
event have already been bought by Ameri- 
cans, Four of these German racing cars 
are being built. They are all from the same 
factory, Of dqourse, only three will take 
part inthe race, as. three is-the Hmit for 
each country. As they are all the same 
kind of macttwwe, their speed qualities are 
supposedivy equal. W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., 
H. C. Bowden, and 8. B.! Stevens, all of 
whom figured prominently in the races at 
Ormond tast January, have bought three of 
these machines, and it is said that their 
chief reason for the purchase was to be 
represented at Ormond next season by the 
fastest racing automobile that human in- 
genuity has thus far been able to devise. As 
Getmany now holds the Gordon Bennett 
Cup, the German machines of the same 
make that won the trophy last year in Ire- 
land are naturally given first place in the 

srospective results this season, Should a 

rench or English car win in June the 
‘plans of some of the American purchasers 
may be ofnsiderably upset, but the faith 
that they have in the German-made cars is 
shown by their willingness tO purchase 
every one of thé Gordon Bennett racers 
even before the cars were finished. 

The Gordon Bennett race will start from 
Hamburg on June 17.

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YACHT RACING RULE. 


New Measurement Plan Proposed by 
Long Island Sound Association. 


A dozen or more amendments to the rac- 
ing rules of the Yacht Racing Association 
of Island Sound are proposed for con- 
sideration at the next méeting of the asso- 
clation. Nearly all the amendments, how- 
ever, are merely adjustments of phraseol- 
ogy, only one being of vital importance. 
That one is a proposition to adopt a’ meas- 
urement rule in form like that adopted a 
year ago by the New York Yacht Club and 
similar to that adopted a few weeks ago by 
the Atlantic Yacht Club. It is a rule to 
ascertain racing measurement by multiply- 
ing the length by the square root of sail 
area and dividing the product by 5.5 times 
the cube root of displacement. 

While the formula pPoposed for the Yacht 
Racing Association is the same as that of 
the’ New York and Atlantic Clubs, the 
length factor is different. The association

The New York Yacht Club contemplates 
changing its divisor factor from five times 
the cube root of the displacement to 5.5 
times the cube root. Still another point of 
differencé is that the Yacht Racing Asso- 
ciation proposes to retain the spar meas- 
urement of sails—that is, the area of sail 
that can be spread upon spars of certain 


‘length,

SUMMER RESORT MOTOR BOATS 


Many Hotels Will Provide Launches for 
Their Guests—Use on Lakes. 


Motor boats at Sumer resorts will be seen 
in greater numbers this season than for- 
merly. Of course, most of the boats ofthis 
description that will be in use for Summer 
pleasure purposes will not be of the unusual 
racing type, nor would the Summer tour- 
ists wish for undue speed when it would 
certainly interfere with the “accommoda- 
tions for a genial boating party. High 
speed means less comfort in the launch and 
fewer passengers. The Summer resort boats 
will be chiefly from 15 to 25 feet long, 
capable of carrying from ten to fifteen per- 
sons. The larger boats will be fitted with 
awnings. At the recent motor boat show in 
this city inquiries were made from a Texas 
association that runs a string of hotels on 
the Gulf of Mexico for the most serviceable 
boats for Summer use. It was stated that 
orders for about fifty boats were to be 
placed and the boats were to be delivered 
in-May or June. These boats will probably 
attain a speed of from eight to ten miles an 
hour. 

In many Summer resorts motor boats will 
be used for fegular trips up and down 4 
lake, taking the piace of old-fashioned 
little steamers thaf are sometimes seen on 
the larger lakes, while smaller lakes that 
formerly had no public means of convey- 
ance beyond the rowboat will witness the 
introduction of motor boats for the first 
time. Some of the large hotels will keep 
one of two boats to rent for the day or 
more to boating parties. The ease with 
which they can be managed together with 
their greater cleanliness over the steam 
launch are great factors in their popularity. 

A street railway company in Ohio has 
adopted the novel plan of placing a motor 
boat on one of the popular lake resorts, 
The boat is 41 feet long and will carry 
thirty-five passengers.. A charge of 25 
cents will be made for a trip around the 
lake, which will make an hour’s run. This 
plan will doubtless be followed in many 
other quarters this season. 


Larchmont Yacht Club Races. 

The Regatta Committee of the Larchmont 
Yacht Club is at work upon the schedule of 
races for the coming season. There will 
be twelve race days, as usual—a Spring re- 
gatta, on June 18; the annual regatta, on 
July 4; seven days of racing in race week, 
from July 16 to July 28. both inclusive; a 
special race on Sept. 8; the Fall regatta on 
Labor Day, Sept. 5, and the schooner race 
for the Larchmont Cup, on Sept. 10. The 
details of the race week programme have 
not been worked out as yet, but it is said 
that there will be a series of races for about 
ten classes, and Tuesday of that week will 
be given up to launch, gig, and dinghy races 
and water sports, as usual.

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*“ROOSEVELT AND RECIPROCITY.” 
This is the alliterative war cry pro- 
posed by Gov. Van Sant of Minnesota 
, for the Republicans in the approaching 
* campaign. We doubt if its artful aid to 
the fortunes of the candidate wfil amount 
to much. The two terms of the resound- 
ing phrase are almost mutually destruct- 
“ive. Mr. Roosevect is no friend of reci- 
procity, or, what is worse, he is a recre- 
ant friend who has abandoned the ‘cause, 
When he took up the office and promised 
to take up the policy of MCKINLEY he as- 
sociated himself closely .and ardently 
with the idea of reciprocity. He saw in it 
what his lamented predecessor had seen, 
a means of adjusting the protective tariff 
to the changed conditions and the ad- 
Yancing needs of a great and expanding 
commercial and industrial Nation, but the 
leaders took alarm. They called him to 
account, and it soon became plain to 
them and probably to him that the price 
of a nomination to the Presidency was 
“retreat from the ground McKinzey had 
announced and RoosEvELT fad adopted. 
Whatever his motive, and we do not pre- 
tend to judge his motive, the fact is that 
reciprocity has been dropped from the 
blic utterances of thé President, and 
he aspires to be the candidate of a party 
that will have nothing to do with it. 

The simple fact is that the plan of re- 
form of the tariff ‘‘ within the party” is 
hopeless. It has been repeatédly tried 
and has every time resulted only in riv- 
eting still more tightly the tariff chains. 
The protected favorites of the tariff are 
too powerful, too rich, too crafty, and too 

; intensely inspired by selfishness to loosen 
their grip on the machinery of the party. 
The only ‘hope for real reform, rational, 
practical, gradual but effective, is in the 
election of an opposition Administration, 
and when the Democratic Party has 
finally sloughed off. the blighting influ- 
ence of Bryanism that much-to-be-de- 
sired consummation will become possi- 
ble.

MR. HEARST IN RHODE-ISLAND. 

The case of Rhode Island furnishes a 
good illustration of the injury done "to 
the Democratic Party by Mr. HBarRstT’s 
active chase after delegates. Mr. Honey, 
a true Democrat and a trusted leader of 
true Democrats, lost the control of the 
Rhode Island Democratic State Conven- 
tion the other day. It was captured by 
ex-Mayor FiTzGERALD of Pawtucket, a 
st'enuous agitator, who forthwith an- 
nounced that six of the eight delegates 
would vote for Mr. Hearst in the 8t. 
Louis Convention. 

In consequence of this factional divis- 
ion the Republicans of the First Con- 
gessional District in Rhode Island are 
preparing to recapture the seat in Con- 
gress which they lost two years ago. In 
the election of 1900 Mr. MELVILLE BULL, 
Republican candidate for Congress in the 
First District, received 16,986 votes to 
9,881 cast for Mr. CHARLES E. GORMAN, 
his Democratic cofnpetitor. In 1902 Mr. 
BuLt was again the Republican candi- 
date, receiving 14,535 votes. The Demo- 
cratic candidate, Mr. D. L. D. GRANG2R, 
had 15,198 votes and was elected. Mp. 
Buty will run for Congress this Fall and 
expects’te make the district Republican 
again.. Mr. HeArRsT has scattered fire- 
brands enough in the State to justify the 
Renublican hope. 

Although Mr. Hearst is not a repre- 
sertative of Democratic principles, and 
the party without the stimulating sug- 
gestion of his expenditures would in no 
part of the country have expressed a de- 
sire for his nomination, he may get a 
good deal of private satisfaction out of 
h:e well-advertised candidacy. The De- 
mocracy gets out of it nothing but dam- 
age and discredit. 


COMMISSIONER M’ADOO’S TASK. 

Commissioner McApoo, in the very 
frank statement made to a representa- 
tive of Tue Times, and fublished yes- 
terday, touches the worst spot in the 
police System of the city when he says 
that almost any improvement would be 
— possible if dishonesty were regarded by 
the policemen with the same scorn they 
visit upen cowardice, 

This has been the most serious obstacle 
to sound administration encountered by 
honest Commissioners, as much by Mr. 
RoOosEvELT and Gen. GREENE in their 
time as by Mr. McApoo now. It is easier 
to account for it than to remove it. The 
difference in the way the policemen re- 
gard the two vices is due mainly to the 
fact that cowardice disgraces and im- 
perils the force and dishonesty does not 
necessarily do either. Moreover, cow- 
ardice is more conspicuous and detesta- 
ble in the higher ranks than in the low- 
er; dishonesty has been notorious up to 
“the very highest positions, and has by 

no means always been disadvantageous 
ho the guilty. Its fruits have been shared

Mr. McApoo is evidently making a stiff 
and honorable fight against corruption. 
It is no secret that ‘he is« hampered by 
the opposition of mien: of inflfience in 
his party organization. He”says that he 
is also hampered by the lack of cém- 
plete power in shaping and applying his 
policy, and he asks that legislation be 
passed to give him greater Iiberty of 
final action. The merits of such a prop- 
osition cannot, of course, fully be judged 
until it takes definite form, but the 
principle is a sound one. We cannot have 
the distinct responsibility we need with- 
out corresponding independence and dis- 
cretion. It is plain that the only possi- 
ble hope of real reform in the ‘policé force 
at the present time rests with Mr. Mc- 
ApDoo, supported as-he is by the Mayor. 
He should have all the power actually 
needed. If he‘does not use it properly— 
we believe that he will<we shall know 
where the blame lies. 


WITH THE JAPANESE FLEET. 
Our dispatch from The London-Times’s 


correspondent with the Japanese fleet. 


not only gives the details of several in- 
teresting minor_engagements, but pret- 
ty clearly disposes of the story that Ad- 


miral MAKAROFF’s fleet has escaped from 


Port Arthur and has joined or is trying 
to join the Russian Viadivostok squad~ 
ron. . 
It is plain, however, that a wholly new 
spirit animates-the Russian naval opera- 
tions since the arrival of Admiral MAKA= 
ROFF. It is no news that her sailors are 
as brave and faithful as are their foes, 
but under the new leader their conduct 
is far more enterprising and ageressive. 
So far the Japanese have been better 
equipped, better prepared, better organ- 
ized, and more intelligently alert. The 
advantage they have secured is real and 
important, but it cannot yet~be taken 
as decisive. Obviously operations in- 
tensely interesting may at any moment 
occur. 


NEGRO LABOR. 

Recent reports. are practically agreed 
that there is a serious shortage of needed 
labor in the South, not only. in the cot- 
ton fields and in other’ planting regions, 
but also in the mills and in’ general in- 
dustries. A correspondent of ‘THE Timms 
in a recent number recounted observa- 
tions and experience in the valley of the 
Mississippi showing possibilities 6f great 
profit destroyed ‘by. the lack of negro la- 
bor and by the inefficiency and: irregu- 
larity of that which can ~~ obtained. 
Conditions vary considerably ‘in ‘differ- 
ent sections, but it is plain that there ig 
a definite and somewhat exténsive tend- 
ency of the negroes to move into the 
towns or to migrate to the North: « 

There can unfortunately be~ho doubt 
that this tendency i» largely strength- 
ened by the frequency of mob murders 
of negroes and by “the feeling “which the 
more or less accurate accounts of’ these 
arouse among the negroes. Nor can it 
be questioned that the outrages have in 
the past few years taken on a more hor- 
rible and horrifying character and have 
been occasioned by much less serious of- 
fenses and alleged offenses than for- 
merly. Only recently an account was 
published by The Vicksburg Evening 
Post, a Democratic paper, of the maim- 
ing, burning, and killing of a negro ac- 
cused only of murder in the coursé of a 
quarrel, and his wife, whose offense was 
that she had fled with him into the 
swamps, was subjected to the same sav- 
age treatment. A still more sfriking evi- 
dence of the spread of the brutal spirit 
is found in the account ‘we published yes. 
terday of the lynching by whites-of ne- 
groes who had lynched two of their own 
race. Here was wanton cruelty of the 
wildest sort shared by the race which 
hitherto has furnished ofily the victims. 

Clearly it is impossible for this 'thing 
to go on without very costly conse- 
quences to the whites of the South, and 
they can have no more imperative and 
pressing duty than to combine to sup- 
press it. Much has been done, and va- 
rious Governors in that section are show- 
ing admirable courage and firmness in 
the matter, but their efforts and example 
will be in vain unless supported by a con- 
ecerted and vigorous manifestation of 
public sentiment. If there could be or- 
ganized in.each State a Law and Order 
League with constituent associations in 
every’ considerable community pledged 
on the one hand to oppose all interfer- 
ence with the law and on the-other to 
promote the utmost efficiency and dis- 
patch in the execution of the law, it 
would be worth millions to the industrial 
progress of the Southern States. We do 
not say this in any sectional ‘spirit, for 
we know that like outrages, far more 
inexcusable, take place in the North, but 
while the disgrace is even greater here, 
the economic results are not so serious. 
THE HOMELESS POOR OF A GREAT

The London County Councii is. now 
* considering’ the results ‘of a census 
made by direction of its Public Health 
Committee, which showed that on the 
night of Jan.'29 about 2,000 persons were 
homeless in London. On that night 23,442 
persons slept in the common lédging 
houses of the city. These practically 
homeless ones had“ the price of a bed” 
at least, and were’ able ito sleep in such 
comfort as it afforded. The’ 2,000 had 
not even this, but: either waiked the 
streets all night of slept in such shelter 
as the hallways and stuirs of tenements, 
the arches of-the bridges, end like yew 
offered.

ity. As they have no chance to sleep

j and, thanks to the energy, intelligence, 


sustained. ‘ 

_Of what use.is it to consider a prob- 
lem of this kind along the usual and con- 
ventional lines. of out-door poor relief? 
More than’a century ago, in Bavaria, 
one of the ablest and cleverest of Ameri- 
cans, BENJAMIN THOMPSON, better known 
as Count RumMrorp, solved a like problem 
simply, completely, and practically. He 
banished mendicancy and homeless pov- 
erty from the kingdom and did it so 
quickly and easily that it seemed a mir- 
acle. But it was nothing of the sort. 
It will never be solved in any other way 
than that found by Rumrorp, and why 
his method has not since been followed is 
a question for which the only answer 
would seem to be that no such man as 
RuMFoRD has lived since his time. The 
difficulties with which he had to contend 
do not. now exist; but the fact remains 
that with an object lesson in how to sup- 
press vagrancy, extinguish mendicancy, 
and make the homeless poor comfortable 
and happy, posterity has not had the 
good sense to even attempt to follow it.

AMERICAN WINES. 

The wine growers of the United States 
have formed an organization which com- 
mends itself to the approval of every 
public-spirited American citizen. Wheth- 
er it shall continue to merit such ap- 
proval will depend upon the zeal and 
honesty of the association referred to in 
carrying out the objects for which it is 
formed. Among these are the prevention 
of adulteratibn and sophistication, and 
the effective discouragement of the 
fraudulent sale of American wines under 
foreign labels. 

Whether thie country can produce 
wines of a flavor as delicate and of a 
quality as high as some of those which 
it is possible to procure in Europe is a 
question the discussion of which is wholly 
academic from the point of view of the 
average consumer. Not once in a year, 
and frequently not once in a lifetime, 
does he have opportunity even to taste 
anything which in*the country of its 
growth would interest. a connoisseur in 
the least. He cun buy some choice wines 
if he goes about it in the right way and 
is indifferent to price; but the price he 
pays, if high, may be for a fraudulent la- 
bel, and the winé he gets ray be doc- 
toréd with chemicals to. give it the fla- 
vor imitated, and more or less loaded 
with ‘soluble antiseptic salts -which 
are likely to arrest the natural proc- 
esses of digestion and do great harm 
to his stomach. The effort of the chem- 
ists of European cellars to make the 
product of each year, by artificial means, 
resemble as nearly as possible in color 
and flavor that of the exceptional years 
which give a name great prestige and 
make a chfitteau or a @istrict famous is 
perfectly understood in the trade. It has 
been a very profitable industry fora long 
time, and the only people who have been 
indifferent.to or ignorant of it have been 
the consumers. 

In déscribing the movement undertaken 
by the American wine growers in this in- 
stance, the gentleman chosen President 
said: 


This country is producing to-day as good 
wines as can be made anywhere. We raise 
as fine fruit and we have brought over 
from Europe its best experts, so there is 
no reason why we should not succeed. 
Because of ,prejudice many call for foreign 
wines, and eften American wines are sold 
to them under foreign labels. This is a 
fraud and, therefore, should be stopped. 
We feel also that when olir wines are all 
sold for just what they are, native prod- 
ucts, we will-soon eradicate the prejudices 
that now restrict our business. It is said 
that Ohio furnishes most of the wine that 
bears deceptive labels, but the men from 
ihat State were among the first to agree 
that the practice must cease. 


It is unimportant whether. one agrees 


‘with this valuation of American wines or 


not: The fact remains that we use them 
largely. and pay annually for almost 
enough to float the United States Navy 
under fraudulent imitations of foreign 


“labels, at prices which are supposed to 


coyer the\duties which they do not carry, 
having never passed through the Custom 
House. For those our people use habitu- 


‘ally, like very much and would consume 


more freely if they were cheaper, the 
American growers get no credit. Few 
know how good some native wines really 


are. Most of those sold ostensibly as }. 


American wines are bad enough to create 

a general distrust of the whole native 
paphelot 

“To stop. wholly ‘the’ practice of false 
lebeling is perhaps impossible. It will 
continue as now until a demand is cre- 
ated which makes unprofitable the prac- 
tice as at present followed. The gainful 
fraud may then take the shape of making 
cheap and inferior foreign wines mas- 
querade utder domestic: labels. ‘How- 
ever, jthe practice may be discouraged, 
and a little well-directed zeal in acting on 
the assumption that wines sold as im- 
ported which have not paid duty are 
smuggled would restrict it within very 
arrow limits, Meanwhile, confidence in 
the assurance of the growers that every 
form of hurtfyl adulteration will be pros- 
ecuted under the. laws of the State in:

SECRET SEAPORTS. 

The Japanese are taxing the ingenuity 
of the St. Petersburg experts to account 
for their movements, or, rather, for their 
ability to move. It is only fair to ob- 
serve that ‘these experts are of the 
“homekeeping”’ sort who tradjtionally 
have “‘ homely wits.” It is quite possible 
that the responsible naval men of Russia 
in the East are equal to the solution of a 
puzzle that. baffles the bureaucrats at 
home. 

The latter, ‘according to a cable 
gram from St. Petersburg, figure\ out 
that the Japanese. fleet cannot go 
home for its coal and ammunition, 
because it is too far, cannot take 
it on board at sea because the weath- 
er is too rough, and ‘cannot get it 
in Korea without the Russian spies find- 
ing it out, They are, therefore, ‘ becom- 
ing more and more convinced: that it is 
using as a base some’ qulet spot on: the 
Chinese coast—either on the Gulf ‘of 
Liau-tung or the Shan-tung peninsula, 
so far from ports and- inhabited centres 
that the [Russian] correspondents can- 
not get wind of it.” 

The notion that a naval base so secure 
as to warrant 'the storing of enough coal 
and ammunition to keep a large fleet 
supplied for six weeks or more of active 
operations can be hidden away from the 
knowledge of the Russian information 
department is a pretty wild one. The 
port must be ‘large, it must have a con- 
siderable and safe harbor adequate to 
the handling of big warships, and it must 
be capable of reasonable defense from 
land and sea. Such a seaport is not easily 
hidden. The story recalls the instructions 
said by a newspaper writer to have been 
given _to the detectives stationed along 
the Canadian border, when it was sup- 
posed that Twerp had fled in that direc- 
tion, to search every Yankee school- 
ma’am crossing. the line and make sure 
that she did rot have him concealed 
about her person. The St. Petersburg 
theory is an equally sharp, though unin- 
tended, satire on the detective depart- 
ment of the Russian service.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Why not be a butcher? This question, 


‘earnestly addressed by one of our. corre- 


spondents to boys Who are looking for 
chances to enter a business that gives some 
little promise of a ‘! future” not composed 
entirely of wages by day or ‘week, is inter- 
esting for several other than directly prac- 
tical reasons. Writing from knowledge, ap- 
pareiitly, the questioner asserts that the 
butcher's trade is not.crowded; that the pay 
is something more than fairly good, and 
that in it industry, economy, and ordinary 
intelligence will carry the practitioner, with 
an approach to certainty, to the: glittering 
goal of “‘a business of his own,” large or 
small, as the case may be. This is a de- 
scription that would have attractions for’ 
vast multitudes of young men at the outset 
ot their careers, but the very attractive- 
ness of the picture fs proof that, even if it 
be accurate, so far as it go doesn’t 
go far enough to tell all the truth about 
butchering as a lifework. And a part of 
the truth‘is usually rather falser than an 
out-and-out misstatemert. The elided fact, 
perhaps, is that the butcher’s work, while 
nowhere héld dishonest or dishonorable, ‘yet 
is everywhere viewed a little askance. One 
doesn't have to be ‘a vegetarian—a health 
crank or a.zoophile—te feel in one’s bones 
that the killing of animals and the traffick- 
ing in their dead caredsses is an occupa- 
tion a good deal more necessary than ad- 
mirable. The incidental operations are just 
a bit dreadful, and, while we who daily con- 
sume butcher’s shop wares cannot logically 
escapé any mora! or sentimental disap- 
proval that falls upon the butcher himself, 
yet we can and do escape the actual doing 


‘of his bloody deeds, and that, we are able 


to persuade ourselves, makes a lot of dif- 
ference. ‘The very name of ‘‘ butcher” is 
of sinister import, and it is never applied 
to'a man not a butcher except to bring upon 
him horror and contempt. Now, nothing 
tes more about the actual meaning of a 
word than ghe use that can be made of it in 
metaphor and simil§ without exciting dis- 
agreement or failing of instant comprehen- 


sion. So it is not so very mysterious, after’ 


all, that a boy does not yearn to be a 
butcher as he yearns to be a circus rider, 
for instance, or that, when ‘the time comes 
for him to go to wark, he looks for some- 
thing else than butchering unless ‘his own 
spécial circumstances are such as ‘to draw 
him: strongly in ‘that direction.) And if, it 
be true that butchers. are now rather few, 
the indications ‘are that they ‘are likely to 
become fewer still. Personal ‘objections to 
blood-letting of' any “kind-not strictly sur- 
gical are getting commoner . and commence 
as time goes on- A :

Phe for- 
mal statement of the responsible railway 
official seems to hint that there is an ele- 
ment of inaccuracy in this supposition. 


—-No adjectives are available for an 
adequate expression of the sympathetic 
attention with which a very latge fraction 
of New York's millions will wait to see 
what happens to the Eighty-seventh Street 
doctor who has had the moral courage not 
only to refuse payment of a gas bill he 
knew was wrong, but actually to allow 
himself tg be dragged to a police court— 
people are always ‘“‘dragged’’ there, we 
understand—rather than permit the gas 
company’s agent to “read his meter.”’ 
There is something more than human in 
this’ course; it fs’ at least heroism raised to 
the highest power, and multitudes who 
would not dream of imitating Dr: SELLING 
will gladly proclaim the splendor of his 
audacity. That refusal to permit the read- 
ing of the meter, on ‘the ground that its 
position was so dark that it couldn't be 
read if the agent had tried to do it, and 
that the agent wouldn't have tried, any- 
how, is simply superb—illogical, irrelevant, 
incomprehensible, and illegal, to be sure, 
but so well calculated to stagger the gas 
company and to inspire it with lively ap- 
prehensions that the very foundations of its 
business are crumbling fast. A» mere com- 
plaint that one’s gas bills have been ad- 
vancing a dollar or two monthly without 
any increase of consumption or of price 
would never make a doctor or anybody else 
famous. Most of us have said that, and all 
of us could—and much good it has ever 
done!* But to exclude the man who foes 
thrpugh the form of “ reading the meter ss 
fs a different matter—a deed without prece- 
dent and full of possibilities imaginable and 
unimaginable. Of . course the Magistrate 
before. whom Dr. SELLING was dragged 
hailed him as a noble champion of human 
rights which no gas company had ever felt 
the need of respecting, and gave him hearty 
godspeed as he turned him loose to fight 
the new issue in the civil courts.

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“CRIME AND ITS. PUNISHMENT. T 


Petty Fines and Laxity of Police iidiead 
tives to Law Breaking. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Police Commissioner McAdoo has said re- 
cently that if he could control the City 
Magistrates he could reduce the police 
force one-half. If there is anything which > 


; the Magistrates can reasonably do even to 


rendér unnecessary a furffier increase of 
the police force for some time to come, that 
itself would be a great public benefit, as 
Mr. McAdoo asserts that under present. 
conditions 2,000 additional police are abso- 
lutely necessary, the expense of which. 
would be at least $6,000 a day. 

It is probably true that the Magistrates 
could very materially lessen the difficul- 
ties which the police encounter in prevent- 
ing crime, if they would, in certain classes 
of cases at least, impose heavier penalties, 
and discharge fewer persons whose guilt: 


| has been proved. The penalties inflicted 


for some offenses: are now probably; as @ 
rule, severe enough. The penalty for theft, 
for instance, is generally such that. while 
many thefts are committed, yet most per-_ 
sons are very much afraid of being cgught 
stealing; but the penalties inflicted for com-: 
mitting some other offenses ‘are usually 50. 
light, and offénders are so often let off 
without any punishment, that people seem 
to have little.or no fear at all of commit- 
ting these offenses, some of which are be- 
ing committed constantly in full view of 
the public. If persons committing thesé 
offenses are asked to desist they are likely 
to answer with insults, and go right on vio-° 
lating the law; whereas, if the same per- 
sons were caught committing theft, they 
would try to escape or beg for mercy. Few 
persons, even the poorest, have little fear 
of one, two, or three dollar fines, which are 
imposed in so many cases, where any pén- 
alty at all is inflicted: 

Some of the laws’ which pe6ple seem to 
have no fear of being caught violating are 
among the most salutary laws on the 
statute books, and their violation causes 
great harm to many persons, perhaps 
greater harm than is caused by the viola- 
tion of the laws against theft. 

The great number of violations of law 
that are committed are due in large meas- 
ure to the fact that there are so many 
crimes committed for which the offenders 
@re not so much warned, though the police 
could easily arrest the offenders and get 
evidence to convict them. A large part of 
eall offenses that are committed, particu- 
larly petty- offenses, \which in the aggre- 
gate causé an. immense amount» of injury, 
and themselves cause’ more serious of- 
fenses, are committed because offénders 
know there is so little chance of being even 
sO much as reprimanded by an officer, or 
because they do not know they are violat- 
ing the law, for there are many people who 
are not likely to even know that a law ig 
in existence unless it is enforced. 

The city can’t keep a policeman at the 
elbow of each would-be law breaker ready 
to hold his hands when he ‘starts to 
commit a crime. The only way to prevent 


\crime, or to reduce the number of crimes; 


to a minimum, is to make punishments 
sufficiently certain and sufficjently severe 
so that people generally will feel that they 
are quite sure to lose more than they will 
gain by violating the Jaw. 

A proper enforcement of all laws would 
have prevented the tragedy by which more 
than 600 people wére burned to death in: the 
lroyuois. Theatre in Chicago. A proper en- 
forcement of the laws would probably have 
prevented the Hotel Darlington tragedy, 
and would certainly prevent countless other 
tragedies and impositions by which an im- 
mense amount of loss and suffering is in- 
flicted upon jnnocent people, while 
would prove a priceless boon. to many by 
turning them at once from a career of 
crime, or by preventing them from starting 
upon such a career.

AGR ICULTORAL ROW 


State Experts Demand Scalps of 
¢ Two Federal Scientists. 


DENY UTILITY OF FERTILIZERS

State Agriculturists Cling te Old View— 
Encroachment of Federal Depart- 
ment Also an i6ué,

WASHINGTON, March 20.—War has been 
declared between the Department of Agri- 
culture and the entire body of outside agri- 
cultural seientists of the country. The 
cause of this widespread controversy is 2 
bulletin issued by the Bureau of Soils which 
combats the time-honored theory of the 
utility of fertilizers in crop production. A 
demand has arisen throughout the country 
for the removal of the experts who wrote 
the bulletin. 

At the bottom of the trouble is a-deep- 
seated feeling of resentment on the part of 
the various State agricultural stations to- 
ward the Federal department for its en- 
croachment upon what have been regarded 
as State fielda of inquiry, and its tendency 
to exercise greater control over these sta- 
tions. The situation is becoming critical, 
and what the outcome will be cannot be 
Toretold. 

Milton Whitney and Frank K. ‘Cameron 
of the Federal Bureau of Soils are the 
authors of the obnoxious pamphlet, whose 
heads are demanded by agricultural scien- 
tists. As the result of extensive soil sur- 
veys in all parts of the country, Messrs. 
Whitney and Cameron last Fall published 
what is known as Bullétin No, 22 of the 
Bureau of Soils. Under the title ‘‘ The 
Chemistry of the Soil as Related to Crop 
Production” they made the broad state- 
ment that manures and chemical fertilizers 
have little to do with the production of 
crops, but that climate and rainfall and 
physical conditions are the factors that 
yield results. 

This bulletin with ‘its réactionary doc- 
trines raised a storm of condemnation 
throughout the agricultural press. of the 
country. It was taken up by the -experi- 
ment station authorities and the professors 
of agricultural science in every State in the 
Union, and the general consensus of criti- 
cism was against the conclusions of Messrs. 


Whitney and Camer 
Prof. Hopkins of 


periment Station first denounced the of- 
fending bulletin and issued a bulletin of his 
own to counteract its-heresies. The follow- 
ing quotation from Bulletin 22 set forth 
the new theory of agriculture: 

“It appears that practically all soils 
contain sufficient plant food for good crop 
yield, that this supply will be indefinitely 
maintained, and that this actual yield of 
plants adapted to the soil depends mainly, 
ufid@er favorable climatic conditions, ' upon 
the cultural méthods and suitable crop 
rotation, a conclusion strictly in accordance 
with the experience of good farm practice 
in all countries. 

Mr. Whitney will not talk about the 
ynatter. - Mr. Cameron says he wrote the 
bulletin, but that it wus the joint work 
of himself and Mr. Whitney. \ Secretary 
Wilson, while he holds an opposite theory 
in regard to soil fertility, does not under- 
take to interfere in the controversy. 

The rivalry between State and Federal 


departments has complicated the situation. 
The State stations are in many instances 
abundantly provided for by the State ap- 
propriations. At the same time, on_ the 
ground of annual allowance from the Fed- 
eral Treasury amounting to $30,000 a year, 
the Federal department is gradually assum- 
ing to exercise a general control of. sta- 
tion work and‘to dictate, it is said, as to 
lines of experimentation in order to avoid 
unnecessary duplication of work.

METHODIST $1,000,000 FUND. 





Only $29,000 Needed to Complete It— 
Probable Changes in Pastorates. 


At the two conferences of the Methodist 
Church to meet on April 6—the New York 
Conference in St. Paul's Church, West End 
Avenue and Eighty-sixth Street, and the 
New York East Conference, in the Simp- 
son Church, Brooklyn—the Rev. Dr, Dzra 
S. Tipple, Executive Secretary, will report 
on the Metropolitan Thank Offering move- 
ment. 

This movement started three years Ago 
with the purpose of raising $1,000,000 for 
metropolitan Methodism. Of' this amount 
$700,000 was to go to pay debts on vari- 
ous churches, $100,000 to endow St. Chris- 
topher’s Home, $100,000 to the Home for 
Deaconesses, and $100,000 to the fund for 
superannuated ministers. Dr. Tipple will 
report that the entire sum has been raised, 
with the exception of $19,000 for the Dea- 
coness Home and $10,000 for the superan- 
nuated ministers’ fund, and that there is 
good reason to expect these two amounts 
to be secured before the meeting of the 
General Conference in May. 

Some of the changes in pastorates that 
are expected in New York include the ap- 
pointment of the Rey. Dr. Ezra 8. Tipple 
to the pastorate of Grace Church on West 
One Hundred and Fourth Street, an ap- 
pointment which he held some years ago. 
The Rev: Dr. Louis Albert Banks, who 
came to Grace Church from Cleveland sev- 
eral years ago, is to leave the pastorate 
and enter temperance and evangelistic 
work. His home will be in Nyack. 

The Rev. Dr. J. J. Reed is to leave the 
Washington Square Church, and will be 
succeeded by the Rev. G. E. Strobridge, 
who comes from Trinity Church. Trinity 


will have a new pastor in the Rev. C. H. 
Grubb from Lakeville, Conn. 

The Rey.. Dr. W. P. Odell leaves Calvary 
Church, Harlem, to go to _ Germantown 
Penn., and the Rev. Dr. C. L. Goodell 
leaves the Hanson Place Church, Brooklyn, 
to become the new Calvary pastor. r. 
Goodell will be succeeded in the Hanson 
Place Church by the Rev. Dr. Charles E. 
Locke from Buffalo. : 

The pastor of the Simpson. Church, 
Brooklyn, the Rev. Dr, 8. Henderson, 
is to be transferred to Manhattan, to enter 
evangelistic and missionary work, makin 
his headquarters at the Willett Street ‘and 
Forsyth Street churches.

Novel Exhibition of Canvases by |’ 


Early Italian Painters, 





.Noble Specimens of Doici, Titian, and 
Albertinelli with Curlous Works 
by, Lesser Masters.

Collectors of old paintings in this. coun- 

try have been so partial to masters of the 
Netherlands that an exhibition @xclusively 
confined to early Italians comés 48 a sur- 
prise. Such a show is to be séen at the 
Ehrich Galleries, 8 West Thirty-third 
Street, where it will remain for the next 
fortnight. 
. After American collectors have paid at- 
tention -to the Hollanders and to those 
French ahd English works that have their 
intellectual ancestry in Holland, such as 
the British and French romantic landscape 
painters, the pendulum seems to be: swing- 
ing again toward the old Italians. A good 
many Americans - besides Mr. Bernhard 
Berenson are studying abroad—in museums 
of the northern nations as well as in Italy— 
the primitive art of painters before Ra- 
phael. Their efforts’ count for something 
in the turn of the tide, but they are rather 
an effect than a cause. We are getting 
fine examples of old Italians in 6ur private 
collections, and the museums and public 
art galleries will soon follow. For there is 
in this work of the fifteenth, sixteenth, and 
seventeenth centuries a feeling for compo- 
sition, for grace and line, and.for ex- 
quisite colors within narrow limits which 
extends from works by masters of the first 
rank to that by men of the second and 
third. They have style. Although the sub- 
jects are apt to be hackneyed, swinging to 
and fro between religious scenes and the 
classic mythological, they possess so much 
beauty of oné sort or another that they 
cannot be overlooked. 

Among thirty old canvases, panels, and 


.paintings on copper three stand out pre-_ 


eminent ‘as examples of ‘Carlo Dolci, Al- 
bertinelli, and ‘Titian. The Carlo Dolci is 
a Madonna Dolosa kneeling in the clouds 
with hands outstretched in supplication for 


~the sins of the naughty down bélow. The 


type of woman is a beautiful one, but re- 
fined; she represents the educated lady of 
high birth whosmight be abbess of a strict 
convent in those days of convents far from 
straight-laced. ~The ‘modeling of sensitive 
face and hands cannot fail; to win even 
those who usually. reject this master be- 
cause of his soft sensuous coloring and al- 
most too lovely figures. The eyes dark- 
ened by tears that have been shed, the 
mouth reddened with prayers are wrought 
by a master’s hand. The materials of her 
gown and cloak are given in exquisite 
gradations of tone. There are no accessories 
to carry the eyes away from this one figure 
of a woman who has forgot that slie is ele- 
gant and beautiful in the longing to obtain 
the good of others. 

The Albertinelli is another view of the 
Madonna—for we’ must suppose the figure 
to be the Virgin—the Virgin of the Annun- 
ciation turning her head to gaze timidly, 
but not afraid, on some angel beyond the 
canvas. Face and color scheme are more 
primitive, stronger, more powerful. The 
face is also more that of the woman of the 
peopie which grows beautiful as one gazes. 
The head is gently inclined. One hand is 
brought inward toward the breast with a 
gesture of surprise, as if to say: “Is it in- 
deed I who am chosen?” ‘The other turns 
more away to ask sympathy for the unex- 
pected news. The dark blue ‘6f’the robe is 
a feast for the eyes, the color scheme re- 
minding one of the splendid blues, low- 
toned yellows, and deep garnet reds that 
John La Farge -gets in his stained glass 
windows. What a splendid figure this 
would be for translation into our modern 
glass, to be placed in a cathedral! 
<The Titian is:@ replica 6f thé fatfious’ Mh- 
térbitiént of the Imperial Gallery at Vien- 
na, in which the Virgin and Joseph . of 
Arimathia are laying the dead Christ; a 
stalwart, bearded man, wonderful in muscu- 
lar perfection, into a stone sarcophagus 
which seems too small. The Magdalen, her 
brown hair flowing over her shoulders, 
gazes fascinated by the spectacle from the 
rear. A man whose face cannot be seen 
has the feet in his arms; his bald head is 
relieved against the dark robe that covers 
the head of the Madonna and forms a 
conspicuous high light somewhat in tone 
with the cadaverous color. of the Christ, 
There are slight differences in color be- 
tween this replica and the Vienna painting, 
but we have here the masterly foreshort- 
ening of the nude figure, the look of awe 
on the face of the Magdalen, the singularly 
difficult and sticcessful management of a 
very complicated group, 

Two specimens of Ludovico Caraccl, a 
curious painting on copper by Carlo Cig- 
nani, (1628-1719,) showing three stout baby 
boys wrestling with and overcoming as 
many bawling Cupids; a fourteenth century 
picture full of Greek mottoes and speeches 
issuing from the mouths of figures, rep- 
resenting St. Michael weighing the good 
and bad deeds of a dead man under his 
feet—an angel to one side, a most devilish 


‘black devil to the other—each bringing 


written Greek reports in their hands—are 
some of the quaint and curlous things jn 
this collection. Lorenzo Lotto, Moroni, 


‘Mattia Bordone, Baroccio, Procagni, Cara- 
‘vaggio, Sassoferrato, and Guercino are rep- 


résented. 


ART NOTES. 


A largish painting by the late Arnold 
Bécklin of Switzerland, “‘Castle Set on 
Fire by Pirates,’’ has been bought for $16,- 
;250, by the Wallraf-Richartz Museum, in 
Cologne. In the foreground are the boats 
of the pirates moored to the stone piers and. 
the robbers are bringing female captives 








‘and booty from the towering castle, out of 


which flames are rising. The picture sug- 
igests Delacroix in its strong movement 
and romantic effécts of light and shade,

The Chateau de Malmaison, where the 
‘Empress Josephine lived, has been accepted 
‘by the French Government from M. Osiris, 
iwho announced his gift a good many 
months ago. There are inventories extant 
showing the contents of Malmaison in 1806, 
,and the various palaces belénging to the 
‘State are found to have many pieces, These. 
are to be collected and replaced, notably 
those found at Compiégne and the Trianon.

The Rev. Dr. Brooks’s Solution of 
the Race Problem. 


DEPRECATES RETALIATION TALK 


Declares That Not Only Afro-American 
But Anglo-Saxon Civilization 
is on Trial.

_ Before a colored congregation that filled. 
the pews and lined the walls of St. Mark's 
Methodist Episcopal Church, West Fitty~ 
third Street, near Bighth Avenue, the Rev. 
Dr. W. H. Brooks preached last night on 
“ Christianity Versts Racial Antagonism; 
or, Shall We Retallate?’’ He argued that 
the negroes of this country should not take 
retaliatory measures against the white men, 
but form leagues among themselves to spot 
out bad men who bring dishonor and dis- 
grace On the race and drive them from so- 
ciety, Or, if possible, turn them over for 
the law to deal with. 
_ Dr. Brooks said that if a State or Terri- 
tory could be set aside for negroes, where 
they could work out their future under the 
Stars and Stripes, with the encouragement 
and aid of the’ highest ideals of Christian- 
ity, he for oné would favor the plan, pro- 
vided ‘thé race was not absolutely shut out 
from ahy other section of the country. 

The speaker declared. that the negro péo- 
ple had been rebuffed at every step since 
they received thelr freedom, being humill- 
‘ated in one State and rejected in another, 
“snubbed ‘in the North and slain in the 
South.” 

“Every wholesale charge made against 
us as a racé has been disproved,” he con- 
tinued. “ What is the purpose and the mo- 


4 tive of our oppressors? Judging from their 


actions, they shut the door of opportunity 
in our face, drive out friends from us as 
so many lepers and force us to remain in 
the southland stripped of every vestige of 
our rights. Not only is Afro-American 
civilization on trial, but Anglo-Saxon civil- 
ization. " 

“The white mati has in his hands the law, 


the courts, Congress, the army, tbe Davy, 
and immensé resources of all kinds; an 
yet how is he superior to the Turk in the 
treatment of a colored culprit?

five frogs that ate known to have lived 
for at least twenty-four hours ifi the body 
of a déad loon arrived at thé Aquaritim on 
Friday. Threé of them ats now ifi a glass 
tank or thé west sidé 6f the building. The 
other tw6 died Saturday. Mr. Spencer, who 
has charge of such creaturés in the Aqua- 
rium, avérréd yesterday that the experience 
of the frogs undoubtedly outdid that of, 
Jonah in the whale, sitce they had not 
Only been transported urder water, but 
also through air, inside the loon that had 
swallowed them. 

Dr. J. Morton Hills of Willimantié, Conn., 
donor of the frogs; is a frequent cortribu- 
tor to the collection of fishes, amphibians, 
&c., to be seen in the Aquarium, afid he 
always sends a little history of the gift. 
Concerning the frogs, he said that in thé 
latter part of February a young man of 
Willimantic, Mitchél! Larimio by name, shot 
a 106m Oh & Bmiall pond about two miles 
south of Willimantic. It was a fine speci- 
meén and Larimo decided to have it mount- 
ed. 
The next day, twenty-fouf hours after it 
had been shot, the loon was cut open pre- 
paratory to being mounted, and five spot- 
ted frogs were taken out. All the frogs ap- 
parently were dead, but they soon revived, 
and an hour after their release were hop- 
ping about in the livéliest manner possible. 

The frogs betame the talk of Willimantic, 
and for the next few weeks were objects 
of wonderment to everybody in the vicin- 
ity. They were placed on exhibition in a 
drug store, and Dr. Hil's decided to aequire 
them for Mr, Spencer. All five were sent to 
New York, but two of them died soon after 
being removed from the tank in which they 
had been shipped. Mr. Spencer entertains 
hc pes that the survivors will live to a ripe 
old age. 


DEATH OF C. W. THOMPSON. 


Alabama Congressman Who Sought to 
Obliterate Sectionalism Passes Away.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The death of 
Répresentative Charles W. Thompson of 
the Fifth Alabatna District took place this 
afternoon. Pneumonia was the cause of 
death. He had been sick a. week, having 
been attacked last Sunday. 

Accompanied by the Rev. F. J. Pretty- 
man, the. pastor of the Mount Vernon 
Place Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
Charles W. Thompson, a son, and the Con-

If Col. Thompson had lived he probably 
would have been the next Governor of 
Alabama. Hé was one of the leading can- 
didates for that office. He was born in 
1860, and represented the Fifth Alabama 
district. He was serving his second term. 
Col. Thompson was a man of wealth, and 
at the time of his, death was President of 
the Bank of Tuskegee, which he organized. 
When he came to Congress it occurred to 
him that it would be an educational ex- 
perience for his Southern friends to see 
some Northern Congressmen and discover 
for themselves that the Yankee politicians 
did not have horns and tails, but were 
pretty good fellows, »after all. He also 
thought it would be & rod plan for some 
of the Northern Republicans to see the 
South under a Southern man’s auspices, for 
the softening of their prejudices. 
Accordingly, at his own expense, he fitted 
up an excursion of Northern Congressmen 
and took them first to his own State of 
Alabama, and then through the other 
States as far as Tennessee. At évery point 
he had his Republican friends make 
speeches to the utherners, and devoted 
himself to making both sides :see each 
othe: as he saw them. It was a novel 
and 6uccessful trip, and a new way of 














breaking down sectional divisions. that was 
thoroughly characteristic of Col. Thomp- 
son.

Proposition to Take Both Sides of 
Centre Street Up to Worth, 


BOULEVARD A PART OF PLAN 


Six Public Structures Could Be Erected 
on the Property,’ Valued at

The urgent necessity of adequate quarters 
for our municipal Government is beyond 
doubt, and the aggregation of thé various 
departments in buildings consistent with 
the dignity and wealth of. this vast‘and 
beautifu. city is equally requisite.

By acquiring the property as shown on 
the accompanying diagram—i. e., fronting 
on both sides of Centre Street from the

CALLS IT “ ANGLOPHOBIA.” 
Study of Immigration Statistics Suggests 
Misplaced American Sympathy. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
From.the United States census taken in 
1900 We learn that there were then living in 
this Republic 424,372 native-born Russians, 
154,424 Russian Poles, and 63,440 Russian 
Finns, or a total from Russia of 642,236. 
There were also 685,360 born of Russian 
parents and 400,000 in round numbers born 
of Polish parents from Russian Poland, ora 
grand totalof 1,727,596 of Russian descent 
direct. At this time no doubt the number 
exceeds 2,000,000, as 107,347 came in i902 
and 136,093 in 1903. As the census was 
taken April 1, 1900, before immigration ships 
arrived, we must add the number arriving 
during 1900 and 1902. We have received a 
sufficient number to test the quality of 
their citizenship. The fact that no member 
of either branch of Congress has been so 
insane to propose a law to exclude 
them is prima facie evidence that they be- 
come good average Americans, or, to say 
the least, are desirable immigrants. From 
my study of crime and pauperism I /ind 
that they are neither criminals nor paupers 
after they have settled in this country. iNo 
writer of prose or poetry has ever callcd 
them heathen. They do not nor have not 
treated the Hebrews any worse than we 
have treated and do treat the Afro-Ameri- 
cans at the North as well as at the South. 
In 1900 there were in this land of freedom 
106,659 Chinamen and 651,590 Japanese.

It is no doubt owing, 
in a large-measure, to their-inappropriate 
surroungings, the buildings, in many Cases, 
being so situated that their proportions are 
entirely lost to view. 

The grouping of the public buildings 
would lend to the dignity of our city, and 
at the same time effect a considerable sav- 
ing to the municipality and to many of its 
citizens individually. 

The value of the property necessary to be 
condemned for oo ose as herein sug- 
gested would be $6, ,000, excluding the es- 
tablishments of the New York Life Insur- 
ance Company and the New York Edison 
Company, neither of which ,it would be 
necessary to disturb. ‘They are the only 
two costly buildings in this district.

Many Instances Affirming the Fact Cited 
by Opponent of Sunday Saloon Opening. 
To the Edito- of. The,New York Times: 

Mr. James C. Carter thinks that when a 
large majority of people in a certain local- 
ity are opposed to a law which they claim 
cannot be enforced it should be repealed. 
He cites no precedents, probably because 
there are none, or few, if any. On the 


contrary, there are plenty of precedents. 


pointing the other way. Some of them are 

worth mentioning. 

One was Shay’s Rebellion in Massachu- 
setts in 1787. The military was called out 
and the rebellion collapsed. In this Sta: 
back in the forties, we had an anti-rent ex- 
citement. There Was a general local senti- 
ment against paying more rents to the 
patroon and other landholders. The anti- 
renters killed 4 Sheriff or two to empha- 
size their opposition, burned some barns, 
and did other bad things, but the State did 
not accept this as a good way to settle 
law points and called out the military. 
That ended the violence. When Washing- 
ton was President certain Pennsylvanians 
got up a genuine Whisky Rebellion. The 
immortal George called out soldiers and put 
it down by a show of force. Washing- 
ton seems not to have regarded such ques- 
tions from the standpoint of ‘“‘ home rule,” 
Mr. Carter not being there to instruct him. 

Some other instances belong more to mod- 
ern history. In 1868 a large class of men 
‘got up what is known as the “ draft riots.” 
What they did is historic matter. It was 
all in the interest of ‘‘home rule”; but 
home rule was not. granted. Bayonets and 

,cannon ended the trouble. 

Since then we have had most of the Mor- 
mon troubles. 'The Mormons were pretty 
unanimous for home rule and polygamy. In 
support of it they claimed (and claim) 
revelations direct from the Almighty. For 
the present that beats the Sunday openers, 
but if the Mormon claim is allowed, no 
doubt the liquor men can get a revelation 
also—or half a dozen a day—on short notice. 
But instead of indorsing polygamy because 
so strongly supported, it has been made as 
infamous as law can make it—and the end 
is not yet. 

But towering above and beyond all these 
instances in which home rule was the 
-remedy for imagined evils is the case of 
the slaveholders’ rebellion. Not simply 
the corner of a State demanded it, but 
eleven whole States and parts of others. 
The demand was: “Give it to us or we 
fight.”” Gen. Scott said, “‘ Erring sisters, 
go in peace’’; but the North couldn’t see it 
in that light. They didn’t go in peace—or 
in any other way. Was it an outrage, Mr. 
Carter? 

Who wants the Sunday closing law abro- 
gated? Not Christians, certainly; not quiet, 
orderly people who spend Sunday in re- 
ligious work; not wives and children of 
drunkards; not philanthropists working to 
uplift society; not those who by prayer and 
self-sacrifice seek the public good. But 
instead nearly every vicious man is for it; 
every thief and highwayman; every politi- 
cian who depends on saloon votes; every 
infidel who wants to see the Sabbath dese- 
crated; every lawyer who looks at the ques- 
tion through the lens of appetite or inter- 
est; and these are reinforced by a few 
pastors of very fashionable churches. 

But is the law not onforceable? Indeed! 
When did a New York Mayor-in good faith 
ever try to enforce it? When did he ever 
appoint heads of departments with that 
view, and direct them, on pain of removal, 
to weed the police of every man not in 
sympathy with that purpose? On finding 
some phase of power lacking, when did a 
Mayor ever ask the Legislature to give him 
the power needed to enforce the law? 
Never. Should he do that, Mr. Carter 
thinks he could not be re-elected, nor any 
other man elected pledged to. his policy. 
Why should he think so when it has never 
been tried? 

The city’s so-called 
have been open frauds on this question. 
Having won nobody's confidence, they, went 
down, of course; Good men feel that if a 
town or city must be misgoverned, let the 
enemy do: it—not false friends. But if a 
good Mayor should fail of- support,: the 
chances for reform are not exhausted. The 
Legislature can establish a metropolitan 
police, as it did when Mayor Wood ruled 
and ruined—and New York was pretty well 
governed then. It can establish a State 
constabulary. It can extend a good Mayor’s 
term to ten years, or twenty, or during 
good behavior. If the present State Con- 
stitution {is in the way, submit an amend- 
ment to the people with the purpose of re- 
forming New York City, and see if it is 
rejected. 

Finally,

should there be a _ rebellion 
when all this is done, the State. militia 
would be glad to take a hand in the scrim- 
mage’ to settle the matter—as Washington 
did the Whisky Rebellion. The State has 
lots of power in reserve for enforcing order 
in any corner of any municipality where its 
laws are defied.

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UNION LABEL FOR BUILDINGS. 


Effect of the Proposition as It Appears 
to One Reader.

It seems rather impertinent and unjustt- 
fied that the Building Trades Council 
should propose the union label for build- 
ings. In this latest proposition it can read- 
ily be discerned that the labor unions are 
preparing themselves for future conflicts 
with employers. With the buildings of a 
city bearing union labels, it would facili- 
tate’ and accentuate labor union discrimi- 
nation in case of a general strike, for not 
only would deliveries thereto be refused, 
but the necessary services therein woulfi be 
curtailed and stopped.

Last week there was 
not a single decline among the dozen 
most active and representative -proper- 
ties. There were nearly a half million 
Shares sold of Pennsylvania alone, at an 
advance for the week of 5%, The largest 
advance among the dozen was.St. Paul’s 
64%, The smallest rise among these ltad- 
ers was 3 fer Erie, and an advance larg- 
er by one-quarter was all that saved 
Stee] preferred from being at the bottom 
of the list. This is singular, for the ad- 
vance in Steel has all along been thought 
to reflect the improvement in the iron 
trade, which has becn among the most 
substantial factors. of the market’s im- 
proved temper. Two reasons have been 
assigned for this—one, the immense vol- 
umeof Steel, which makes it hard to 
move in either direction; the other, that 
Steel is not receiving its full share of the 
trade’s improvement, the independents 
taking more than their quota.

WORLD’S COTTON CROP TO DATE. 


Government Estimate 17,179,765 Bales 


Valued at $750,082,450. 
WASHINGTON, March 20.-The world’s 
cotton crop for 1902-1908 is estimated by 
the Department of Agriculture at 17,179,765 
bales, valued et $750,082,451. This is based 
on the latest data available, the figures in 


most instances representing thé cotton ap- 
pearing in commercial channels. 

With the exception of 2,687,813 bales of 
the East India crop, which averages 400 
pounds per bale, the bales given are of an 
average weight of 500 pounds. The total 
includes estimates of the Chinese and Ko- 
rean crops. 


DISASTROUS PRAIRIE FIRES. 


Large Areas Are Burned Over in the 
Nebraska Range Country. 


HEMINGFORD,' Neb., March 20,—Dis- 
astrous prairie fires have swept the pange 
country. The ground being dry the fire 
burned the roots of the grass in the ground, 
destroying it for grazing for three years. 

One strip burned is six by twelve miles;

AGAINST 8-HOUR LAW CHANGE 


Central Union Opposes Amendment in’ 
Interest of New York Shipbuilders 
—More Trouble in the Subway. 
in the Subway. 


The Central Federated Union was thrown 
intd a state of excitement yesterday by a 
statement'made by J. Hand, delegate of the- 
Standardand Eccentric Engineers’ Union, 
that thousands of school children were in 
danger becatise licensed efigineers were not 
attending tothe boilers. He said that his 
association was getting a bill drafted pro- 
viding that nobody but licénsed engineers 
should attend to the boilers in the public 
schools. He added: 

“In e. last six months we found that 
out of twenty-three janitors who were at- 
tending the boilers in the public schools 
only one was a licensed engineer, This is a 
very serious matter. In the public schools 
there are from 500 to 3,000 children“in at- 
tendance, according to the size of the 
school, and if a boiler should burst you can 
imagine what woufd occur. The janitors, 
who are in charge of these boilers, are ex- 
amined in everything but the one essential 
particular, and that is as to what they 
know about steam boilers.”’ 

Delegate Hand then asked for the in- 
dorsement of the bill, and the request was 
granted. 

It was decided to oppose the proposed 
amendment to the eight-hour law by which 
New York contractors would be. enabled to 
bid for the five new Staten Island ferry- 
boats the city is going to construct. The 
amendment, which it was stated was giv- 
en to the Legislature before the unions had 
taken any action in the matter, provides 
that the law shall not ‘apply “‘to any per- 
son employed on any public work of the 
State or a municipal corporation which 
from its nature or character might be 
wholly performed without the limits of the 
State of New York; but the provisions of 
this chapter (the eight-hour law) shall ap- 
ply to work which by its nature and char- 
acter can only be performed, within the 
limits of the State.”’ 

The. central body construed this as an en- 
tering wedge in the destruction of the 
eight-hour law, and it was decided to ask 
all the central labor bodies throughout the 
State to oppose it and to ask all the mem- 
bers of the Legislature to vote against the 
proposed amendment. It was also decided 
to instruct the Law and Legislation Com- 


mittee to go to Albany at the proper time 
and work against it. 

James Holland, Chairman of the Rapid 
Transit Committee, said that there was 
more trouble in the subway. Though Gen- 
eral Contractor John B. McDonaid 
turned from the South, nothing had been 
done to remedy the grievances. a 

‘There are eight or nine unions which 
have members doing work on the subway,”’ 
he said, *‘and they all have grievances. 
have written to Secretar Douglas to call 
a meeting of the Rapid ransit Contract- 
ors’ Association, but could get no reply 
from him. I recommend that we.ask again 
for a conference, and if there is no satis- 
faction, that the Central Federated Union 
repudi: ate its contract with the Rapid Tran- 
sit Contractors’ Association and let the 
unions take whatever action they may. 

It was decided to write again to Secre- 
tary Douglas and wait until he could be 
heard from before taking any further ac- 
tion.

We did not 
spend a whole Summer fighting for the 
arbitration agreement for nothing. I have 
no doubt that disgruntled men have been 
trying to circulate such rumors, and [ 
have heard of them before, but there is, I 
repeat, no foundation to base them on.” 
There was some talk yesterday about the 
housesmiths’ going on strike. Some of the 
leaders said there was. nothing in the re- 
rt, and that they were deprived of work 
anyway through the strike of the brick- 
layers. Though they believed that the la- 
borers and the bricklayers made a mis- 
take by striking, they sa} that the ball, 
however, was first. set rolling when the 


employers passed their resolution cutting 
off the overtime for two hours per day 
from the laborers. 

In the other trades, as far as ‘could be 
learned yesterday, the only anxiety is to 
get to work. T ere are now, it is esti- 
mated, abbut 25,000 persons idle, about 10,- 
000 of whom are in enforced idleness. 


UNIONS SUSPECT SPY SYSTEM. 


Delegate Wilson Tells How Employers’ 
Emissaries Are Treated. 


In reference to reports that a Cleveland 
company supplies an organized spy system 
to employers in order that they may keep 
tab dn the doings of the unions, James 
Wilson, delegate of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists, said yesterday: 

“Tt has been anopen secret for many years 
that employers have their spies in nearly 
all’ the unions. We have found it so our- 
selves, and have a system of spying on the 
spies themselves. When a man suspected 
of being a spy gets into a union he is. 
watched, his description taken, and when 
he goes to another city. the loeal union 


is warned, and when he is found to be a 
spy he is expelled from the union and all 
the other unions are notified.” 

According to reports the Cleveland com- 
pany pays the spies $65 a month, gives 
them periodical instructions, and posts 
them as to the best methods of learning 
tthe secrets of the union. 


URGE LAND BILL FOR THE POOR. 


Central Union Acts—Booth-Tucker Says 
Paternalism Is to Stay. 


The Central Federated Union y 
day adopted resolutions indorsing the 
Salvation Army bill for the formation of 
a colonization bureau and the advance- 
ment of sums of money to settlers on 
land owned by the United States. The 
bill authorizes the issuance of $50,000,000 
bonds for the purpose. 

Bolton Hall said that Senator Hanna had 
promised to “father” this bill, but that 
some one else will take it up in his place. 
He-also said that the plan has been ap- 
proved in large meetings in Utica, Roches- 
ter, Columbus, Cincinnati, Louisville, -and 
other cities. 

Commander Booth-Tucker said of the 
plan: . “It would indeed be paternalism 
to give the land or the money or the ma- 
terials, but it is not paternalism to -lend 
it at 6 per cent. This is a pure business 
proposition. But granted that it be re- 
garded as a modified form of paternalism, 
we have as a Nation adopted paternalism 
of a far more radical character. We have 


paternalism in education, paternalism in 
trade, paternalism in the giving away of 
valuable lands for next to frothing. Hence 
the bill in question may be regarded as the 
substitution of justifiable paternalism for 
that which.is of a more ragical and doubt- 


ful character. 

“Paternalism in this sense is with us 
to stay. It is indeed the very basis | of 
society and of all all orderly govern government.” 


BARNEY JEWELS AG. WELS AGAIN STOLEN. 


Man Now in Prison for for Taking Gems 
Which Disappear Second Time. 


Mrs. J. Stewart Barney is mourning the 
léss of diamonds valued at $3,000, and the 
police have been called into the case by 
her husband, who is an architect and well- 
known clubman. Mrs. Barney was Miss 
Mary Alice Van Nest. Her wedding three 
years ago. was an event in society. 

The police were notified of the loss last 
Wednesday, and Detectives Flay and Lang 
were assigned to the case. Capt, Langan 
of the Detective. Bureau said yesterday 
afternoon that some progress had been 
made, and that a solution of the affair 
would probably be reached in a day or two, 
when arrests might be made. 

“It was an inside job,"’ said the Captain. 
None of the jewelry has been recovered. 

The Barneys live at 40° West Thirty- 
eighth Street. Mr. Barney last wore the 


jewels, which include half a dozen diamond 
rings, a crescent set with diamonds, and an 
ornament for the hair, ongFeb. 22.. When | 
she took them off she placed them in her 
jewel case and put the case in*the drawer 
of a dressing table in her apartment. She 
did not have occasion to wear the jewels 
again until March 15. When she opened 
the drawer she found that the case was! 
gone. 

Mr. Barney declines to discuss the case, 
beyond saying that neither he nor his wife 
had the.slightest idea*who took the jewels. 
In January of last year some of the same 
jewels which are now missing were stolen. 
An electrician who had been employed 
about. the Barney home was suspected, and 
put under surveillance. Finally he was 
arrested, made a confession, ona the jew- 
els were recovered. He is now serving a 
term in the he penitentiary.

LABOR LOST MILLIONS 
IN YEAR OF STRIKES 


Manhattan’s Building Strike Alone 
Cost Workers $6,754,751. 


STATE REPORT FOR 1903 


192 Disputes Involving 117,000 Employes 
and 3,900,000 Work Days Gone for 
Naught—Peace Recommendations.

ALBANY, March 20.—The fiscal year 
closed Sept. 30, 1903, was marked in the 
State of New York by greater industrial 
disturbances in the way of strikes, lock- 
outs, and labor disputes generally than any 
previous, year, with the possible exception 
of 1886. There were in that period 192 labor 
troubles; in which 117,000 employes were 
concerned; and 3,900,000 work days lost. 

In the New York building trades strike 
37,037 laborers suffered from enforced idle- 
ness, being deprived of employment for a 
total of 1,707,019 days, with a loss of 
wages of $6,754,751.14. 

These statements are found in the seven- 
teenth annual report of the New York 
State Board of Mediation and Arbitration, 
part of the report of the Department of 
Labor which will be transmitted to the 

egislature to-morrow. 

The number of disputes exceeds those of 
the previous year by fifty, and vastly so 
in their magnitude and importance. Of the 
total number, twenty-eight received the 
personal attention of some member of the 
State board, intervention being’made in 
every instance after stoppagé of work, and 
in all but five cases upon the initiative of 
the board. When request for intervention 
was had, it came in every instance from 
representatives of the employes. 

On the building trades dispute in Man- 
hattan last Spring, which is characterized 
as ‘“*the most: serious and wide-reaching 
labor dispute that was ever recorded in the 
annals of the building trades in that sec- 
tion of the State,”’ the report says: 

“Owing to the Inability of the associated 
builders and contractors to furnish the de- 
partment with detailed statistical data con- 
cerning the dispute, only the figures re- 
turned by the unions involved can bé given. 
These reports. show that in the aggregate 
81 unions in 34 occupations were engaged 
in the lockout, and 37,087 members’ of these 
organizations suffered from enforced idle- 
ness. Up to March 4, 1904, they had been 
deprived of employment for a total of 
1,707,019 days, while their losses in wages 
amounted to the enormous sum of $6,754,- 
751.14. Twenty-three unions assisted their 
members financially, disbursing for that 
purpose $172,421.61. 

“Outside of the general building dispute 
in New York City, 73,871 work people were 
directly concernéd in this year’s disputes, 
and they lost in the struggles over 2,000,000 
days’ work. Besides these there were at 
least 7,000 others who, though not partici- 


pants, were thrown out of work and lost- 


more than 200,000 days’ time. If to these be 
added 25,834 who were directly and 11,203 
who were indirectly involved in the metro- 
politan dispute with a loss of over 1,700,000 
days the aggregate mounts up to over 117,- 
G00 employes concerned and 3 3,900,000 work 
days lost.’ 

The board recommends the adoption of 
the five petal | principles as means to 
establish eo velations< between em- 
ployer and employe: 

* First—The right of either party to or- 
ganize and present to the other any prop- 
osition, petition, or request affecting their 
relations as employer or employed, 

‘“* Second—To give at all times considera- 
tion to any proposition, petition, or request 
relating to relations between employer and 
employed. 

‘““Third—The right of the employer to en- 
force discipline must be always conceded, 
and e right. to employes’ representatives 
to protest against discrimination must be 
granted. 

“ Fourth—Every possible general condi- 
tion afd contingency of employment should 
be provided for by schedule or contract. 
Those-not so provided for should be subject 
to arbitration by an impartial tribunal. 

“ Fifth—Employers or employes who pre- 
fer to act as individuals rather than as 
part of an association are given that right 
under the law, and must be allowed to 
exercise it.”’ 


ARRAIGNS ARMED BARTENDERS. 


Magistrate Says Police Should Collect 
Pistols and Clubs in Saloons. 


In discharging a prisoner who had been 
arraigned before him on a charge of intox- 
ication yesterday morning Magistrate Cor- 
nell tuok occasion to say that he thought 
the police should make a tour of the sa- 
loons and gather up all the revolvers and 
clubs that are found there. 

William Koran, 19 years old, was arrested 
in front of John Fedderson’s saloon, at 
Greenwich and North Moore Streets. When 
arraigned before Magistrate Cornell the 
boy admitted that he had been intoxicated, 
but asserted that he -had not been disorder- 
ly. He showed evidences of having re- 
ceived severe injuries, which he said had 
been inflicted bythe bartender, who threw 
him out of the saloon after beating him 
aknost into insensibility with a heavy club 
which he kept behind the bar. Magistrate 
Cornell discharged the young man and then 
said: 

“There is ontirely too much of this beat- 
ing of men in saloons.. I suppose that every 
saloon_in the city keeps a club and a re- 
volver behind the bar, ready for use when- 
ever they think it necessary. This they 


have no right to do. The police afford 
them every protection they need, and there 
is no necessity for them to keep such vee. 
ons on their premises. The police should 
make a tour of the city and gather up 
every such weapon found, and then see to 
it that they are not replaced by others. If 
that were done there would be far less 
heard of men being beaten and killed by an- 
#ry bartenders on sometimes very slight 
provocation." ’ 


MONKEYS PULL KEEPER’S HAIR.
